REPORTED GIVEN 
VAST POWER BY 
URANIUM JACKET 


Deadly Fallout Over 
Huge Area and Much 
of Blast Laid to U-238 
— Theoretical Cobalt 
Bomb Outdated.

CHICAGO, March 5—The 
“thermonuclear device” detonat- 
ed on March 1, 1954, at Bikini 
in the’Pacitic was more than a 
simple hydrogen bomb. It was 
an incredibly enriched super- 
bomb, the most potent weapon 
of death and destruction thus 
far known. It was not the long- 
dreaded cobalt bomb, but the 
fireball blast and lethal radioac- 
tive fallout, outdated even the 
concept of the cobalt bomb. 

Now that the Atomic Energy 
Commission has released its long- 
withheld report on the radioac- 
tive Weath zone from the Bikini 
atoll explosion, it is possible to 
reveal the true nature of this 
weapon.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., March 5 
(AP)—When Mrs. Carl Van Dus- 
seldorp discovered last night 
that one of her one-year-old 
twin daughters, Linda and 
Karen, had swallowed several 


aspirin tablets she hurriedly 
packed both off to Memorial 
hospital. 


But when she got there she 
couldn’t tell doctors which twin 
took the tablets so doctors 
pumped out the stomachs of 


the March 1, 1954, blast used a | }.:), 


hydrogen bomb core surrounded 
by a jacket of natural state uran- 
ium (U-238). 

(Natural uranium actually is a 
mixture of U-238 and U-235, 
the 238 isotope comprising 99.3 
per cent of the element and the 
235 making up the remaining .7 
per cent. Under bombardment 
with U-235 neutrons, U-238 be- 
comes radioactive.) 

The H-bomb core accounted 
for the tremendous fireball and 
heat. It also was able to liberate 
enough fast neutrons to turn the 
cheaper, unrefined natural ura- 
nium into deadly radioactive fis- 
sion products. 

The result was a new super- 
bomb surpassing the death po- 
tential of the theoretical C-bomb. 

This conclusion has been veri- 
fied by top nuclear scientists. 

For iden the 
new super-bomb can. be called a 
natural uranium bomb or, more 
simply, the U-bomb. 

The possibility of a U-bomb 
had ‘been raised theoretically by 
the nation’s inner scientific circle 
but the question of whether the 
natural state U-238 could be 
made into radioactive fission 
products had remained unan- 
swered. 

Underestimated Its Force. 
Even the U-bomb’s designers 
did not guess the true power and 
range until the March 1 blast 
showed them they had badly 
underestimated its force. 

The splitting of the U-238 
atoms added enormously to the 
force of the explosion, in addi- 
tion to contributing the highly 
radioactive “half atoms” called 
fission products. 

AEC Chairman’: Lewis _L. 
Strauss revealed on March 31, 
1954, that the “yield was about 
double that of the calculated es- 
timate.” 

At the same time during 4 
White House conference, Strauss 
described the device as a “totally 
new weapon,” apparently clearly 
distinguishing the Bikini blest 
from the November 1952 Eni- 
wetok H-bomb. 

(The AEC declined officially 
- “te review this article, but Chair- 
man Strauss raised no objection 
to its publication.) 

For close observers of nuclear 
weapons, the important issue 
was: “Is this new development 
based on a principle of design or, 
an added ingredient?” 

The answer was made indi- 
rectly to the world — including 
the Russians—by Japanese sci- 
entists who studied the. radio- 
active fall-out from the March 
1 bomb. 

They examined the 23 crew 
members of the Japanese fish- 
ing trawler Lucky Dragon who 
were victims of so-called “Bikini 
ash.” :

Preparations Made to Evacuate 
1000 From Town Near Volcano 


All Non-Residents Ordered Out of Pahoa 
as Quakes Warn of Possible New 
Eruptions Above Town. 


PAHOA, Hawali, March 5 (AP) 
— All non-residents of Pahoa 
were ordered out today. and of- 
ficials prepared to evacuate the 
entire town on “moments no- 
tice’ as earth tremors gave 
warning of possible new erup- 
tions in the voleano-torn district 
of East Hawaii. 

Trucks wer dispatched to 
evacuate about 200 persons still 
living east and south of the 
town. Nearly 400 refugees were 
in Pahoa from that part of Puna 
still bubbling under tremendous 
lava eruptions. 

An observation plane sighted 
smoke and flame which might 
indicate eruption along the fault 
line extending from the de- 
vastated Puna peninsula to Ki- 
lauea crater, several thousand 
feet higher in elevation. 

Dr. Gordon A. MacDonald, 
Hawaii volcanologist, recom- 
mended evacuating Pahoa after 
hearing of continuing. earth 


Charles Kauhane, speaker of 
the territorial Honse, ordered 
“all the trucks and mobile trans- 
portation available in surround- 
ing areas rushed édiately to 
Pahoa to stand by.” 

Radio calls went out for vol- 
unteer drivers. 

The order to evacuate more 
areas on the Pina peninsula in- 
cludes the small towns of Kala- 
pana and Opihikao. 

MacDonald in a later study 
of the seismograph readings, 
placed the center of the quakes 
in the vicinity of Makaopuhi 
crater, the last of the chain of 
craters toward Kilauea. 

“If an-.eruption follows the 
quakes,” MacDonald said, “the 
flow can go two ways. If it 
comes east, we would have to 
evacuate Pahoa and the whole 
Puna district. If it went south, 
Pahoa would be safe for now 
but the south coast would be 
threatened.”

Meany pointed out that even 
a relatively small percentage of 
corruptness in the labor move- 
ment as a whole should be eradi- 
cated. He is engaged with Wal- 
ter P. Reuther, president of the 
CIO, and other top labor execu- 
tives in drawing up a constitu- 
tion for the new united organi- 
zation which will contain pro- 
visions against racketeering and 
other improper practices. Most 
unionists, like most men every- 
where, are honest, Meany be- 
lieves. 

Meany disclosed that replies 
to suggestions sent by the di- 
rector of the AFL executive 
council to unions all over the 
country as to the proper conduct 
of welfare funds had met with 
an unexpectedly co-operative re- 
sponse including approval of a 
provision that salaried union 
officials should be prohibited 
from receiving compensation 
from a welfare fund. 

Another recommendation 
frowned on union welfare offi- 
cials having any ties with out- 
side agencies, such as insurance 
brokers, warning that at best 
such alliances involve conflict of 
interests and at worst they in- 
troduce, “corruption, profiteer- 
ing and graft” at expense of the 
membership. 


Meany does feel that the unit- 
ed labor front may play an im- 
portant role in government 
“provided it is not political.” 
As an example, he said reSpon- 
sible labor people should be 
placed in responsible posts in 
a revitalized Department of 
Labor. At present, he said, most 
appointments must be political- 
ly acceptable to office holders 
having to do with patronage. 

“There should not be a polit- 
ical criterion in jobs affecting 
public service,” Meany asserted, 
“and labor is a part of public 
service. 

“We should apply trade union 
philosophy to other walks of 
life. To my mind, the basic 
trade union philosophy remains 
what it has always been. That 


is to obtain a fair share-of the 
wealth we produce and to build 
up American living standards. 

“It is a philosophy that has 
paid off. By developing pur- 
chasing power, through wages, 
it has enabled production to 
function. It has increased em- 
ployment, encouraged new en- 
terprises, opened up markets.” 

In elaborating his thesis of a 
common economic interest be- 
tween labor and capital, Meany 
told of incidents where unions 
had gone to the aid of employ- 
ers, observing that only recently 
the AFL hatters took a million- 
dollar employer contribution to 
a welfare fund and handed it 
back for a campaign to promote 
the sale of hats. 

“The concept of class ,war- 
fare,” Meany observed, “is out- 
moded in American labor. It 
died some years ago.” 

Meany, like Reuther a foe of 
Communism at home _ and 
abroad, has opposed attempts at 
merger by unions expelled from 
the CIO because of Communist 
domination at the top, declaring 
that the labor movement will not 
be an “umbrella” for subterfuge 
which may lead again to Com- 
munist infiltration. 

The merger, Meany thinks,

Knowland expressed appre-

The city’ health division is 
considering an intensive city- | 
wide program of rat control, in- 
cluding a cleah-up of outside in- 
sanitary conditions and. public 
education in sanitation, Mrs. Ed- 
ward G. Brungard, director of 
public welfare, said yesterday. 
If funds are available, pilot 
rat control projects now under 
way will be expanded to include 
all areas of the city where ro- 
dent infestation is prevalent, she 
told the Post-Dispatch. 

The proposed program was 
outlined by Mrs. Brungard after 
Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 


Klee 


commissioner, told a meeting 
Friday the rat problem re- 
mains serious despite an eight- 
year effort to improve the situa- 
tion. Although more than $800,- 
000 has been spent on rat con- 
trol in that period, “we are right 
back where we started,” he said. 
Estimated cost of a city-wide 
program would be $450,000 a year 
for rat control alone, Jean J. 
Schueneman, chief of the sani-, 
tation and rat control section, 
said. The program also would 
include related sanitation fea- 
tures considered essential to rat 
control, he pointed out. 

Schueneman estimated at least 
60 men would be needed to carry 
out a city-wide drive against 
rats. At present, the health 
division has 21 employes as- 
signed specifically to rat control, 
with six others working on re- 
lated sanitary inspection, he said. 
Appropriations for rat control in 
the current fiscal year were 
about $150,000, he added. 

A city-wide program, me 
Brungard told the Post-Dispatch,

features: , 
1. An “intensive” program of 
public education in sanitary pro- 
cedures, probably to be directed 
by a “public health educator” 
attached to the health division. 
No such post now exists in the 
division, she said. 
Correction of outside in- 
sanitary conditions, using pro- 
cedures developed in two pilot 
projects.

If violations were not reme- 
died in the next 10 days, the 
health division sought court ac- 
tion in some cases and turned 
other violations over to police 
officers for additional warning, 
Schueneman said.

Work already has been started 
on a commercial atomic power 
plant at Shippingport, Pa., where 
the AEC and the Duquesne Light 
Co. hope to produce 60,000 kilo- 
watts—enough for a city of 100,- 
000 to 120,000 persons—by 1957. 
Consolidated Edison of New York 
has announced plans to build 
with private funds an even 
larger plant 40 miles up the 
Hudson river from New York 
City.

1. The statement of charges 
against the employe sheuld be 
drawn as specifically as pos- 
sible, consistent with the re- 
quirements of protecting the 
national security. In all in- 
stances, the general counsel 
(or if there is no general 
counsel, the top legal officer) 
of the agency or department 
should be consulted on the 
drafting of the statement of 
charges and his opinion se- 
cured to insure that the 
charges are specific enough 
to be meaningful to the em- 
ploye. To expedite the dis- 
position of these cases it is 
suggested that the statement 
of charges be given to the 
employe at the time of notice 
of suspension. 

2. Meticulous care should 
be exercised in-the matter of 
suspension. of employes

| formation has been received. 


It is suggested that a personal 
interview with the employe 
prior to suspension is helpful 
in most instances. The gen- 
eral counsel of the depart- 
ment or agency should be 
and his opinion 
should be secured as to the 
sufficiency of the information 
justifying ,suspension. The 
final decision as to suspen- 
sion should not be delegated 
below the assistant secretary 
level. 

3. A legal officer should

5. Whenever an agency 
head proposes to make an ad-

sideration and that the secur- 
ity standards have been prop- 
erly applied. The objective 
should be to avoid conflicting 
evaluations which are fot 
based upon a difference in 
\the sensitivity of the jobs. The 
Justice Department would be 
willing to assist in any such 
consultations. The results 
should be recorded in each of 
the agencies concerned. 

6. Even though the statute 
does not provide subpena pow- 
er for witnesses, every effort 
should be made to produce 
witnesses at security board 
hearings to testify in behalf 
of the Government so that 
such witnesses may be con- 
fronted and _ cross-examined 
by the employe, so long as 
the production of such wit- 
nesses would not jeopardize 
the national security. 

7. All violations of law as 
disclosed in the investigations 
or proceedings under the pro- 
gram should be reported im- 
mediately to the Division of 
Internal Security, Department 
of Justice. 

In this connection I should 
like to inform you that confer- 
ences of the security officers of 
‘the larger departments and 
agencies are being held at the 
Justice Department regularly. 
At such conferences extensive

HEALTH PROGRAMS IN EGYPT 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (UP) 
—The Foreign’ Operations Ad- 
ministration today announced 
expansion of its health programs 
in Egypt.

Bradley Head of Com- 
amission Named to See 


Whether Payments |- 


Can Be. Pared. 


WASHINGTON, March 5 (UP) 
~—President Eisenhower named 
a seven-member commission-to- 
day to see whether payments to 
veterans can be reduced. 


He asked the commission, 
headed by Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley (ret.); to submit by Nov. 1 a 
repott-on which he can base 
recommendations to Congress. 
Bradley is a former Army Chief 
of Staff and former Veterans’ 
Administrator. 


In a letter to Bradley, the 
President said he wants recom- 
mendations for “‘modernization” 
of veterans’ benefits and “clari- 
fication of their relationship to 
our broader government social 
insurance and family protection 
programs.” 

A Hoover Commission report | 
on veterans’ affairs recently | 
called for a “realistic” appraisal 
of the standards and amounts of 
veterans’ pensions. The Presi- 
dent in his budggt message in 
January announced his intention 
to create a special body to study 
the problem. 

Generous Response. 

Mr. Eisenhower said in his 
letter to Bradley that the Amer- 
ican government since the Revo- 
lutionary War always has “re- 
sponded generously” to the 
needs of veterans and their fam- 
ilies. 

But, he said, the time has 
come for a comprehensive study 
which considers the benefits for 
veterans in relation to what the 
Government does for non-veter- 
an citizens. 

“It is our duty,” he said, “to

The question is, are veterans’ 
programs snowballing into too 
heavy financial burden for fu- 
ture generations, including vet- 
erans themselves and their sur- 
vivors, to bear? 

Mr. Eisenhower pointed out 
that there were only 4,000,000 
veterans in 1940. Now there are 
nearly 21,000,000 and the num- 
ber is increasing. 

He said the need for maintain- 
ing a large armed force has 
brought substantial improve- 
ments in military pay and other | 
conditions of service. He men- 
tioned other benefits such as.) 
medical, rehabilitation and re- 
adjustment programs. 

Help for Aged, Needy. 

At the same time, Mr. Eisen- 
hower said, the nation has in- 
stituted policies to maintain 
high and stable employment and 
develop the broad social secur- 
ity programs to help the aged 
and the needy. 

He said these developments 
have had an important effect on 
the Government's fiscal situa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, he added, the pro- 
grams for veteran benefits have 
been extended and liberalized. 
Some of it has been on a piece- 
meal basis, he said. 

He pointed out that under ex- 
isting laws and regulations many 
veterans will be able to qualify 
both for non-service connected 
pensions and for social security 
benefits when they reach the age 
of 65. 

Expenditures for pension .and 
compensation benefits to veter- 
ans are almost as large as all 
benefits payments of the old-age 
and survivor’s insurance system. 
He said the veterans’ payments | 
are likely to double in several | 
decades. 

The President asked his com- | 
mission to take a look at the | 
“structure: scope, philosophy and | 
administration” of pensions, | 

compensation and other non- 
medical benefits now furnished 
to veterans and their families. 
He said he wanted them consid- 
ered in relation to the benefits 
which are provided generally to 
citizens without regard to their 
status as veterans.

Father Reinert Says He 
Hopes Operation Will Be 
in Black Next Year. 


A total of $423,850 more was 
spent by St. Louis University 
than it received during the fis- 
cal year that ended last Aug. 31, 
‘the Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert 
&.J., president of the university, 
said yesterday. 

Financial sufmmaries for the 
year, covering the university's 
11 schools, were given in the 
‘first president's report for pub- 
lie circulation, The summaries 
showed a net operating deficit 
of $233,850, plus “essential plant 
expenditures from current fund 
monies of $190,000." 

Father Reinert said that, with 


stitution and a growing source 
of income from outside, it was 
hoped that the operating deficit 
would be eliminated in the cur- 
rent year and that the university 
would stay completely -in the 
black next year, 

“Our failure to balance the 
budget last year puts us in the 
same position as probably the 
majority of private colleges and 
universities in this country, and 
can be traced to the fact that 
tuition income covers only about 
half of our expenses,” Father 
Reinert said. 4 

“With no support from taxes 
or the church, the university has 
made strenuous efforts to gain 
assistance from other sources, 
primarily our alumni and the 
business community of St. Louis. 
The results of these efforts 
have been most gratifying, al- 
though we must do even better 
in the current year.” 

The student body numbers 
more than 10,000, coming from 
all 48 states, four territories and 
50 foreign countries, the report 
said, but most of the students 
live in the St. Louis area. There 
are 1181 persons on the faculty, 
including 446 physicians who 
teach without pay in the school

Growing United States Commitments 
Contrasted to Defense Reductions 


Dulles Makes Pledges of Help Against Aggression: by 
Reds in Southeast Asia — U.S. Responsibilities 
Heavy in Europe, Middle East,’ Latin America and 
Elsewhere—Humphrey Leads ‘Economy’ Moves.

owe an ever wider area in every part of the world-the umbrella of 
American protection is being extended. But at the same time the um- 

brella itself—America’s military and economic strength that can be 
brought to bear to sustain American foreign policy—is being reduced in size. 


This reverse ratio of power to responsi- 
bility was pointed up by the recent tour of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles in 
Southeast Asia. In the weak and unstable 
states of Laos, Cambodia and South Viet 
Nam Dulles pledged American help if Com- 
munist aggression occurs. The same um- 
brella covers Thailand, the Philippines, 
Formosa and thé Formosan Strait— - 
bly up to and including the offshore 
islands.of Quemoy ahd Matsu—South Ko- 
rea, Japan and Pakistan. 

From Western Europe where the United 
States is a partner in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization the: pledge extends to 
Turkey and Greece, with Iran and Iraq 
covered by mutual defense pacts. In the 
Western Hemisphere the United States is 
committed to the defense of Latin Amer- 
ica, through the Rio Pact. On the north, 
Canada, Iceland and Greenland come un- 
der the defense umbrella. This broad 
sweep of the world’s geography has been 
staked out to contain the spread of Com- 
munism and the effort has in general had 
the backing of most Americans. 

But whether this far-ranging task can 
be carried out with a continuing reduction 
both of the military establishment and the 
economic and propaganda weapons for 
fighting Communism is becoming an ever 
more serious question. 

+ * * 

AS MILITARY STRENGTH has been 
scaled back so likewise has the program of 
economic aid. A greatly increased eco- 
nomic program for Asia was projected but 
it was quickly repudiated and there has 
been no formulation of any program as 
yet. Economies have cut into the infor- 
mation program which is only beginning 
to recover from the demagogic onslaught 
of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy. 

The question that has plagued this un- 
easy decade of not peace, not war is still 
to be answered: 

Can America maintain a firm resolu- 
tion of both purpose and capacity be- 
tween the extremes of all-out war or 
preparation for all-out war and the re- 
laxation of the kind of total peace we 
enjoyed in the past? 

For political purposes, at least, Admin- 
istration spokesmen insist that the cuts. 
have not reduted American strength. Some 
have gone so far as to say that we are get- 
ting more power for less money. The last 
is apparently based on the destructiveness 
of the new hydrogen weapons, each equiv- 
alent to 20,000,000 tons or more of conven- 
tional explosive. 

That claim must assume that“any war 
will be an all-out war with thermonuclear 
weapons freely used. At the same time, 
however, Dulles has tended to move away 
from the doctrine of “massive retaliation” 
which he developed a year ago. 

Last year France—and the United States 
as France’s partner—suffered a severe de- 
feat when Communist military advances 
forced a peace that divided Indochina in 
half. Americans had talked big about de- 
fending what was said to be a vital area. 
In the showdown, air and naval comman- 
ders argued for a strike with atomic 
bombs. ~But soberminded ground com- 
manders insisted that within a short time 
a demand would go out for American 
ground forces and such forces were sim- 
ply not available. 

The Army is in process of being cut 
back to a strength. of 1,000,000. This 
compares with 1,600,000 ‘at the peak of 
the fighting in Korea and 1,320,000 to- 

day. The Marine Corps, which is the 
most ready and diversified mobile force,

- js being scaled back from 215,000 to 


193,000. Proportionately smaller cuts 
in the Navy and the Air Force will re- 
duce the total military manpower to 
. 2,850,000. 

Five divisions are in process of being 
withdrawn from the Far East. Two Army 
divisions will be left in South Korea, a 
Marine division and part of an Army divi- 


sion in Japan, and some ground forces for 


anti-aircraft and tenance on Okinawa. 
This is at a moment when intelligence esti- 
mates put the number. of Communist 
ground troops in North Korea at 1 ,000,000. 
Many new air strips have been built and 
Russian MIGs are based on these strips. 
There have been reports of a buildup of 
Communist forces in North Viet Nam. 

The apparatus for training men in the 
armed services has been reduced by econ- 
omies. This means that newly drafted men 

are put into units held in this country as 

. ae reserve. These units would have 
to be reshuffled in the event of an emer- 
gency since no one can be sent overseas 
who has not had a minimum of six months’ 


training. In the view of responsible mili-_

With the end of World War II there was 
a wild rush, inspired in part by Commu¢ 
nist , to dismantle the greatest 
military force ever put together. Despite

After 1948, President Truman’s Secre- 
tary of Defense argued that he was cutting 
out “fat” and not essentials when he pared 
the-mflitary budget back to 13 billion dol- 
lars, As these drastic cuts were being made, 
the Communists attacked in North Korea. 
In the Korean War American military force 
was rebuilt on a costly emergency basis. 
While nothing like the lunatic waste of the 
dismantling of 1946 is involved, neverthe- 
less the five divisions are being taken out 
of the Far East at such a rapid rate that 
there are problems of maintenance and 
supply in relation to conserving bases built 
up at great expense. 

The Secretary of Defense, Charles E. 
Wilson, stepped into that difficult post 
with virtually no prior experience in gov- 
ernment, politics or with the military es- 
tablishment. As president of General Mo- 
tors he had demonstrated his capacities 
on the production-engineering side. 


“What I just can’t understand,” he has 
said over and over in the discussions in 
the Pentagon, “is why the Russians can 
get 175 divisions out of three or four 
million men and we can’t get more than 
20 divisions out of 3,000,000.” 


The answer, as one military commander 
after another has put it, lies in the costly 
maintenance of an army of citizen soldiers 
who expect the best in contrast to the 
rugged austerity of Russia’s army of con- 
scripts. This is true both in war and in 
peace. 

When Mrs. Jones fails to get a letter 
from her son Pfc. Willy Jones stationed in 
Korea or in Japan, she sits down and 
writes to her Congressman and maybe to 
the President, too. Her demand for infor- 
mation is sent along to the Pentagon and 
it passes down the chain of command un- 
til it reaches Willy’s company commander 
who makes sure that he does write to his 
mother. The ice cream machines, the soft 
drink dispensers, the movies and entertain- 
ments are part of a standard far above 
that of any other military establishment in 
the world. The professiona] military at 
the top would not change this but they do 
want Wilson and the public to understand 
how costly it is in manpower and money. 

Congressional economies have cut back 
PX, commissary and medical privileges of 
the armed services. In the midst of a 
booming peacetime economy this has pro- 
duced resentments among military person- 
nel. One begins to hear more and more of 
able younger men who had thought to 
make the military their career and who 
are now beginning to have doubts as they 
look to the glittering rewards of civilian 
life. The problem of getting personnel 
highly trained in the electronic-jet tech- 
nology of the present day air force to re- 
enlist has been a deep source of concern. 


This is the underlying psychological 
dilemma of a people conditioned over the 
years to the rewards and incentives of 
peace in a great and rich continent that 
was for so long isolated by the oceans. It 
is a problem by no means confined to the 
armed services. 

The United States Information Agency 
has had difficulty in filling positions over- 
seas. Often these positions mean unpleas- 
ant living and working conditions at rela- 
tively modest pay. So many positions had

OME leaders of the nation’s infant 
S atomic power industry are convinced 

that they have oversold their product. 
For. the last five years, Americans have 
been hearing predictions that the atomic 
age would arrive in five to 10 years. There 
has been talk of atomic stoves, atomic au- 
tomobiles and practically free atomic elec- 
tric power as if they were just around the 
corner. 

Two leaders in the field undertook this 
week to offset this over-optimism with 
some hard facts about the difficulties and 
hazards of producing electricity from the 
splitting of atoms. 


V. Adm. Earle W. Mills, retired chief 
of the Navy Bureau of Ships, told the 
Congressional Joint Committee on Atom- 
ic Energy he thought it would be an- 
other 10 to 15 years before nuclear fis- 
sion could compete with coal and other 
conventional fuels as a source of elec- 
tricity.  — 

Adm, Mills said he had asked both Sen- 
ator Clinton P. Anderson (Dem.), of New 
Mexico, present Chairman of the Joint 
| Committee, and Representative Sterling 
Cole (Rep.), New York, why so little pub-. 
licity was given to the disadvantages of 
atomic power production. 

“Both answered, well, they didn’t want 
to discourage ‘participation in it,” Adm.

While the American economic ‘aid pro- 
gram has in many areas beer remarkably 
effective, a strong hostility to it has grown 
up in Congress. Even the modest Asian 
aid program which the Administration is 
expected to propose may be subject to 
further cuts on Capitol Hill. This stems in 
part at least from the viewpoint that 
America has done its share and more and 
that no good can come from handing out 
more dollars. 


It is linked, too, with a resurgence of

Writing in “Science,” monthly magazine 
of the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, Weil went into 
greater detail as to the nature of the ca- 
tastrophe that, conceivably, could take 
place if an atomic power plant got out of 
hand. 


Weil said a nuclear reactor is like a 


factory producing both highly poisonous 
gas and explosives under the same roof.

If a nuclear reaction got out of control, 
the power output would increase at a rate 
that doubles its level every 1/1000 of a 
second, and: the fuel temperature would 
rise accordingly, he said. That would mean 
a temperature jump of 1000-fold in 1/100 
of a second. 


“In a fraction of a second, the fuel is 
melted and vaporized, chemical reactions 
take place between materials in the reactor 
core, and the’rapid formation of gaseous 
products creates an explosion that dam- 
ages the reactor structure and releases ra- 
dioactive fission products to ne environ- 
ment,” he. continued. 

Assuming, for. argument’s noe the worst 
possible weather conditions, Weil went on 
to describe the effects of a radioactive 
cloud formed by the escaping gases: 

“The radiation from this cloud would be 
lethal to a large fraction of the plant per- 
sonnel, who could not be evacuated in the 
short time between the accident and ap- 
perance of the cloud. There might be fall- 
out of radioactive material from the cloud, 
which would seriously contaminate the 
whole plant area.” 

As the cloud’ drifted: away from the 
wrecked plant, he went on, it would kill 
persons in its path as far away as five or 
six miles—farther if the cloud touched the

Current Efforts to Remove. 
Government From Business 


Seen as Part of Long Task 


| Harry Truman Said It ‘Started Long Before I Was a 
Little Boy. The Government Will Never Be Out | 
of Business.” — New Budget Bureau ‘Directive’ 
Seeks to ro emer yore eke ctrtswreter Pledge.

WASHINGTON, March 5. 


T HE Administration, in fulfillment of President Eisenhower’s campaign 
promise, is speetling up the move to take the Federal Government out of 

competition with private enterprise. The move started under Democratic 
President Truman shortly after the end of World War II, but he directed the 
Government negotiators to insist on prices and conditions that. would be fair 


to the taxpayers. 


Republican officials, many of whom see 
“creeping socialism” in almost every gov- 
ernmental operation that conflicts with 
private business, are showing much more 
vigor, however, than the Democrats in 
eliminating or slowing down Government 
industrial and commercial activities even 
though, in some instances, it will cost the 
taxpayers more in the long run. 


It is party doctrine with many present- 
day Republicans, and some Democrats, 
that Government should own and oper- 
ate only those projects that are beyond 
the capacities of private individuals or 
groups. Democrats usually don’t feel so 
strongly on the subject, particularly 
where hydro-electric power, defense and 
pioneering works are concerned, or low 
interest rates and Government guaran- 
tees are involved. 


Under orders from Rowland R. Hughes, 
director of the Budget Bureau, all depart- 
ments and agencies of the executive branch 
are preparing inventories of their indus- 
trial and commercial operations within the 
Government to see how many of these 


activities are in competition with private 
business and how many can be reasonably 


ended. These inventories are to be com- 


pleted by April ”

WHEN ALL sven REPORTS are in, the 
same departments and agencies must sub- 
mit by July 15 their evaluations of manu- 
facturing and commercial activities for re- | 
view -and -possible action by the Budget 


Bureau.

Government produced goods and serv- 


ices available to the public are generally 


the result of legislation and therefore be- 


yond the scope of Budget Bureau or other 
executive action. President Eisenhower's 
campaign statements and his subsequent 
action, such as his order to the Atomic 
Energy Commission to negotiate a contract 
with the Dixon-Yates combine to furnish 
electric power to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, clearly indicate that the Repub- 
lican Administration intends to eliminate 
as much Government competition as pos- 
sible, administratively and legislatively. 

The basis for the Budget Bureau's direc- 
tive was Candidate Eisenhower's statement 
of his views: . 

“To bring Government closer to the 
people we will set up these principles 
and adheré*te them: That no federal 
project, large or small, will be under- 
taken which the people can effectively, 
do or help to do for themselves; that no 
federal project will be undertaken which 
private enterprise can effectively under- 
take; that no project and no program 
will be started on the federal level which 
can be undertaken and effectively car- 
ried through on the state or local level.”

He said the most effective measures 
would be to select one of the safer re- 
actor types in the first place, provide a 
widespread warning system and means 
for rapid evacuation or sheltering of 
persons in the cloud’s path, and, most 
promising, make the reactor building 
gas-tight so that radioactive gases would 
be kept inside in the event of an ex- 
plosion. - 

‘A comnfonly suggested step of locating 
the plant in a remote unpopulated, unpro- 
ductive area “would clearly be imprac- 
tical for a nuclear power industry,” he 
said. He added that land costs are so high 
in industrial areas that in a plant site large 
enough to include most of the hazard area 
the increase in fixed charges “could easily 
price the power out of competition.”

Most of us hope, I believe, that 
the undue worship of science, re- 
ported by Prof. Gerty T. Cori, will 
not be replaced by a fear of science. 

Fear of science can also give it a 
distorted respect, a reluctant sup- 
port and, perhaps, even greater com- 
mand of attention and money than 
other areas of learning. 

To add a new dimension to Mrs. 
Cori’s article/ we may consider the 
relative importance of the other 
branches of intellectual endeavor. 
As she states, the salaries and pres- 
tige of research scientists and science 
teachers are not very high, but they 
are mych higher than those of other 
researchers and academicians. 

The salaries paid to the faculty 
and researchers of her own Wash- 
ington University Medical School 
amount to three times the sum paid 
to the faculty of Washington Uni- 
versity’s College of Liberal Arts. 

If unique circumstances do not 
justify this comparison, let us con- 
Sider the budget of the College of 
Liberal Arts itself, where the sal- 
aries paid in the natural sciences 
and mathematics exceed those paid 
in all other departments. 

The salaries of professors and in- 
structors in the best paid depart- 
ment — physics — are, for instance, 
about seven to eight times greater 
than those in, say, philosophy. 

These differentials to some extent, 
but not entirely, reflect the demands 
of business and government for 
scientists. The university, adminis- 
tration, the alumni, and the majority 


of donors to the university have all 


made science king in the distribution 
of funds, and where the money lies, 
s0 lies one’s heart. JEREMIAH.

No one would argue that it would be fair to 
take a ball player from one of the two compet- 
ing teams in a World Series and make him the 
chief umpire for the championship games. 

Certainly a choice so inappropriate would not 
be acceptable to the team that would have to 
face the prejudiced umpire; It probably would 
not even be satisfactory to the team favored 
so unreasonably. And the spectators, knowing 
the need for impartial decisions, would hoot 
such an umpire off the field. % 

How different is this situation—which could 
not arise in the world of sport for the most 
obvious reasons—from the situation created by 
President Eisenhower's appointment of George 
C. McConnaughey of Columbus, O., as chairman 
of the Federal Communications Commission? 

Mr. McConnaughey is a public utilities lawyer 
and apparently a very successful one, After 
serving as chairman of the Ohio Public Utility 
Commission, he was in a Columbus law firm 
that had for its clients telephone, light and 
power and gas companies. When he changed 
firms, utility business seemingly went with him. 

According to a compilation of such cases, be- 
tween the years 1950 and 1954, the decisions of 
the Ohio Supreme Court show Mr. McConnaughey 
as legal representative of telephone companies 
.or other utilities in six cases. These cases in- 
cluded rate increases based in part on a change 
in the basis for valuation of properties. 

y . * 


Mr. McConnaughey himself seems to realize 
that he is not the man to head the Federal Com- 
munieations Commission, whose duties include 
the regulation of telephone, telegraph and radio- 
telegraph companies engaged in interstate com- 
merce. Last fall, after he was appointed by 
President Eisenhower, he was questioned about 
utility clients. He kept his answers carefully 
limited. Senator Pastore of Rhode Island asked 
whether he had ever represented clients “who 
ordinarily have business before the .”6=—s a 
McConnaughey’s answer was “Never.” Then 
the witness was asked whether he had ever rep- 
resented the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. The answer was “No.” 

But the Ohio Bell Telephone Co., one of his 
clients, is part of the A.T.&T. system, just as 
Southwestern Bell is part of the great national 
company whose monopolistic business extends 
into most of the states of the Union. Mr. Mc- 
Connaughey may not literally have represented 
A.T.& T., but he represented one of the subsid- 
jary companies without which there would be no 
A.T.& T. as we know if today. 

Why did President Eisenhower appoint a tele- 
phone company lawyer as chief regulator of the 
interstate telephone business? Undoubtedly be- 
cause he was recommended strongly by Senator 
Bricker of Ohio, who needs to be placated as 

Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin needed to be 
placated by the earlier appointment of his friend, 
Robert E. Lee, to the same important commission. 

These federal regulatory agencies were estab- 
lished by Congress to police industry in the 
public interest. They were set up because the 
state commissions could not do the job. Now one 
by one the federal regulatory commissions are 
being stacked with men who represent, not the 
public interest, but the special interests which 
the commissions were created to regulate! 

- . = 

The McConnaughey appointment is in the 
Eisenhower Administration pattern for the regu- 

latory agencies. Edward F. Howrey, corporation 
lawyer, goes to the Federal Trade Commission, 
before which he has argued. cases. Albert M. 
Cole, congressional foe of housing, becomes 
Public Housing Administrator. Robert E. Lee, 
friend of Senator McCarthy, is put on the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. Jerome K. 
Kuykendall, opponent of public power, is named 
to the Federal Power Commission. Albert C. 
Beeson, appointed to the NLRB, has a record 
so dubious that the Republican-controlled Senate 
casts 42 votes against him. Enemies of the 
President’s trade program are slipped onto the 
Federal Tariff Commission. And so on and on. 

The Senate Commerce Committee of which 
Warren G. Magnuson of Washington is chair- 
man should get every pertinent fact about Mr. 
McConnaughey. If it does so, the committee 
ought to turn thumbs down. And if the com- 
mittee fails, then the Senate should go exhaus- 
tively into George McConnaughey’s record, his 
qualifications and his disqualifications. 

The time has come to stop packing the regu- 
latory agencies that are supposed to protect the 
people—to stop taking the umpires from one of 
the’ ball teams. 


To All the Ships Still at Sea 
Walter Winchell’s latest tip on investments is 
not the stuff that makes a dramatic broadcast, 
but then it was not broadcast. Mr. Winchell 
was replying to testimony before the Senate 
Banking Committee that stock tips and rumors 
may have led to some big market killings. 
Edward T. McCormick, president of the 
American Stock Exchange, had testified that 
persons who followed Winchell’s reports in 1953 
and bought shares of Amurex Oil lost more than 
$2,000,000 in less than an hour and a half. In 
reply, Winchell defended his report on Amurex 
Oil and added: 
A sound rule is investigate before you 
invest. Don’t buy anything you aren't pre- 


pared to hold for 20 years. That’s why I 
buy U.S. Government bonds exclusively. 


A sound rule, indeed. For those “early-bird 
followers of his tip on Pantepec Oil” who, Busi- 
ness Week magazine said, “‘were 17 per cent in 
the red,” this rule should be sufficient proof of 
Mr. Winchell’s wisdom. 

Still, it is hard to imagine Walter Winchell 
rushing to a microphone to give “Mr. and Mrs. 
America and all the ships at sea” a tip to buy 
Government bonds. A _ good tip, but not 
dramatic, Not confidential. Not even red-hot.

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Adenauer Is Still Running 

For Chancellor Adenauer the high hurdles 
and the low have been made into one continu- 
ous contest. Having scaled the two-thirds re- 
quirement for rearmament in the Bundestag, 
he mow faces a long string of lesser tests. 

The return of sovereignty after avdecade of 
occupation had a transcendent appeal. Even 
so, he kept the Free Democrats in his coalition 
with great difficulty. Now they are demanding 
a stiffer price for continued support. He will 
not be allowed to forget that the Saar treaty 
was approved with the reservation that it 
should not affect the area’s “attachment to 
Germany.” Another source of trouble may be 
the concession that Germany would insist on 
an equal voice in an “immediate” Big Four 
conference on reunification. These proposi- 
tions can be lifted above “campaign oratory” 
only if the Allies are willing. 

Most alarming, however,, is the new inter- 
party bitterness in Bonn. Perhaps the worst 
of this is of the Chancellor’s making. In the 
heat of his WEU campaign, he called his oppo- 
nents, notably the Socialists, “Communists and

fellow-travellers.” In reporting this, M. S. 


Handler, The New York Times correspondent, . 


noted that “the Social Democratic party ceased 
being a revolutionary and Marxist party years 


ago,” that it had become so conservative indeed 


that it “at times distressed United States trade 
unionists and business men.” 

The Red smear-brush is deeply resented. 
Adenauer hurt his standing by. falling even 
briefly into the McCarthyite pattern which in 
Germany is all too reminiscent of Hitler’s anti- 
democratic propaganda. It was a sad mistake. 

Some 40 or more bills must be drafted to 
implement the WEU ents. So the Chan- 
cellor can afford to lose little time in conciliat- 
ing the wounded. Since he is ardently aware 
of the dangers of" political splintering, it is felt 
that he will bring into play all his mediating 
skills, Meanwhile Germans may well ponder 
the alternatives to fleshing out the Adenauer 
principles which now stand approved. 
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Worth the Effort 

The warmth of the response to our editorial 
of last Sunday, “The Way of Reason;” is indi- 
cated by letters published today under the car- 
toon. A great many Americans, plainly, believe 
with us that if the world’s statesmen could fol- 
low the dictates of reason they would subor- 
dinate everything else to a supreme effort to 
achieve a sound disarmament agreement. 

Is this belief a naive and wishful fantasy? Are 
those who hold it merely closing their eyes to the 
harsh facts of twentieth century life? Is dis- 
armament technically and politically impossible. 

We do not know. Some say no. Some say hy- 
drogen bombs are so easy to hide that no nation 
could ever be certain that the others were living 
up to a disarmament :treaty. Some say. the Rus- 
sians cannot be trusted to live up to any agree- 
ment anyway. Some say that if you could get 
enough international amity to disarm, you would 
have enough amity to secure the peace. 

Prime Minister Churchill, in his great speech 
last week on the hydrogen bomb, repeatedly 
emphasized that “the best defense would be 
bona-fide disarmament all around.” He faced 
quite realistically the obstacles to a workable 
disarmament pact, and warned against letting 
“sentiment cloud our vision.” He stated the un- 
challenged truth that until disarmament can be 
agreed on, the West must pursue a clear-headed 

policy of “defense through-deterrents,” one de- 
terrent being strength in nuclear weapons. 

Yet Churchill also said: “These deterrents 
may at any time become the parents of disarma- 
ment.” He also said: “Of course we should all 
agree that a world-wide international agreement 
on disarmament is the goal at which we should 
aim.” If disarmament may at any time become 
possible, why should not a supreme effort be 
made to achieve it now? 

Granted that a workable and safe disarmament 
pact may be difficult or even impossible to write, 
why should not our political leaders nevertheless 
try to write one? And bring to the trial as much 
energy, intelligence and dedication as is now 
devoted to the development of armaments? 

These are the questions that haunt Americans 
of good will as they contemplate the insecurity 
of security based upon the H-bomb race. 
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The Numbers Game in Moscow 

We confess to some confusion over the latest 
changes in the Soviet hierarchy. A premier, we 
always thought, was the top minister of a gov- 
ernment, or as Webster puts it: 

premier, (F., fr. L., primarius), the first 
minister of state; more generally, chief offi- ' 

cer; esp., the oe. ° 

All right. Now, what about a deputy premier? 
He is, of course, a contradiction in terms. Since 
a deputy is No. 2 by definition, a deputy pre- 
mier must be the No. 2 No. 1. 

Not only does the Soviet Union have a deputy 
premier. It has no less than eight deputy pre- 
miers. In other words, it has a No. 1 No. 2 No. 1, 
a No. 2 No. 2 No. 1, a No. 3 No. 2 No. 1 and so on. 

Nor is that all. In addition to the eight deputy 
premiers, who seem to occupy a fairly low rank 
(Malenkov is one of them), there are five first 
deputy premiers. We tend to lose track at this 
point, but apparently what it comes down to is 
that Molotov, being the first of the first deputy 
premiers, is No. 1 No. 1 No. 2 No. 1, whereas 
Kaganovich as next in line is No. 2 No. 1 No. 2 
No. 1, and so on down to Pervukhin, who is No. 

5 No. 1 No. 2 No. 1. Or did we drop a decimal? 
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In the Tracks of Old Drum 

Canada has had a dog trial, the facts of which 
were too little reported in the United States. 
Rex, a part-collie part-German shepherd, was 
senténced to death for biting a boy. The dog’s 
owner, Leonard Woodgate, a Fort William tin- 
smith, believed it a case of mistaken identity. 
He assembled “character” witnesses, who said 
the dog ‘was “friendly and lovable.” On appeal, 
Charles Dubin, a leading criminal lawyer, de- 
fended Rex as vigorously as if the dog were a 
human being. The Toronto Court of Appeals sus- 
tained the argument of mistaken identity. There- 
upon Rex was freed from his death cell. As Ca- 
nadian Press told the story, Rex’s owner spent 
$1000, but the flood of letters from over the do- 
minion and Rex’s salvation were reward enough. 

Is there anyone in Missouri who can read 
about Rex vs. Regina and not think of the trial 
of Old Drum, out in Warrensburg, in 1870? If 
so then it is high time to recall the facts which 
inspired Missouri’s George Graham Vest to de- 
liver his classic tribute to the dog. 

Charles Burden of Kingsville, a village in 
Johnson county, kept dogs for chasing game. 
One was Old Drum, a topnotch deer hound, 
black-and-tan with some bloodhound, then about 
five years old. Burden’s red-haired neighbor, 
Leonidas Hornsby, had been losing sheep and 
he vowed to kill the first dog on his property. 

On the night of Oct. 28, 1869, Burden heard a 
shot,from the direction of the Hornsby place. 
The next morning Old Drum was found dead in 
a creek, his head filled with lead. Burden sued 
for $100 damages and the jury disagreed. Jan. 
27, 1870, another jury allowed Burden $25. 
Hornsby appealed and the case ran on for a year. 
Finally Burden’s lawyer invited Vest to help for 
a fee of $10 in the trial at Warrensburg. Vest 
spoke but briefly just before the case went to 
the jury. Here are bits of his eulogy: 

The best friend a man has in the world 
may turn against him.. His son or daughter 
may prove ungrateful..The one absolutely 
unselfish friend..is his dog..He will sleep 
on the cold ground. .if only he may be near 
his master’s side... He guards his pauper mas- 
ter as if he were a prince. . and when the last 
scene of all comes..by the graveside will 
the noble dog be found..his eyes sad, but 
open in alert watchfulness, faithful and 
true even in death. . 

Tears coursed the faces of several jurors. They 
deliberated only a matter of minutes before as- 
sessing damages of $500. Hornsby appealed on a 
technicality to the Missouri Supreme Court 
whose Judge Bliss upheld the judgment. Old 
Drum and George Graham Vest entered the life 
and lore of a people. We could wish no more 
for Rex and his defender up in Ontario.

We Are Far Afield 


Your editorial predicates its plea for 
universal disarmament upon the estab- 
lishment of a “thorough-going interna- 


tional- inspection and supervision.” 


In the Feb. 26 New Yorker, Richard 
H. Rovere writes: “It seems to, be the 
concensus among American scientists 
that,true disarmament is already a lost 
cause. The hydrogen bomb wraps up 
into a fairly small weapon, apparently, 
and is the source of no radiations that 
can be detected with eq ent now 
in existence. .Since it would be a simple 
matter to conceal a supply of bombs 
that could destroy all human life, no 
plan for control that rests on a system 
of inspection is*feasible. Nor, accord- 
ing to the experts, is it likely that any 
system will ever become feasible.” 

If this is true, doesn’t it make your 
“Way of Reason” unreasonable? 

You might wipe out all.stockpiles of 
nuclear weapons. You might close out 
all the plants capable of producing such 
weapons. You cannot “disarm” the 
know-how—the knowledge how to create 
and construct nuclear weapons. If and 
when war came, therefore, nations with 
that knowledge and ability would race 
to get there first with the bombs. 

I am a layman in these matters (as 
are all of us, except the nuclear scien- 
tists themselves), but it seems likely 
to me that it might not even be possible 
to eliminate the industrial plants avail- 
able for producing nuclear weapons. 

If these conclusions are valid, your 
editorial leads us far afield. If these 
conclusions are true, then peace not 
disarmament must be “the primary ob- 
ject, rather than a remote ideal.”

and individual freedom, and when at the same time this mental 
and psychological division is accompanied by the possession by 
both sides of the obliterating weapons of the nuclear age. 


We have antagonisms now as) 
deep as those of the Reformation 
and its reactions, which led to 
the Thirty Years War. But now 
they are spread over the whole 
world instead of only over a 
small part of Europe. We have 
to some extent the geographical 
division of the Mongol invasion 
in the thirteenth century, only 
more ruthless and more thor- 
ough, We have force and sci- 
ence, hitherto the servants of 
man, now threatening to become 
his master. 

I am not pretending to have 
a solution for a permanent 
peace between the nations which 
could be unfolded this afternoon. 
We pray for it. Nor shall I try 
to discuss the cold war which we 
all detest but have to endure. I 
shall only venture to offer to the 
House some observations, mainly 
of a general character, on which 
I have pondered long and which 
I hope may be tolerantly re- 
ceived as they are intended by 
me. 

Foresaw Nuclear Energy. 

And here may I venture to 
make a personal digression? I 
do not pretend to be an expert 
or to have technical knowledge 
of this prodigious sphere of sci- 
ence. But in my long friendship 
with Lord Cherwell I have tried 
to, follow and even predict the 
evolution of events. I hope that 
the House will not reprove me 
for vanity or conceit if I repeat 
what I wrote a quarter of a cen- 


“We know enough,” I said, 
“to be sure that the scientfic 
achievements of the next 50 
years will be far greater, more 
rapid and more surprising 
than those we have already 
experienced. High authorities 
tell us that new sources of 
power vastly more important 
than any we yet know will 
surely be discovered. 

“Nuclear energy is incom- 
parably greater than the mol- 
ecular energy which we use 
today. The coal a man can 
get in a day can easily do 500 
times as much work as the 
man himself, Nuclear energy 
is at least 1,000,000 times more 
powerful still. If the hydro- 
gen atoms in a pound of water 
could be prevailed upon to 
combine together and form 
helium, they would suffice to 
drive a thousand - horsepower 
engine for a whole year. If the 
electrons — those tiny planets 
of the atomic systems—vwere 
induced te combine with the 
nuclei in the hydrogen, the 
horsepower liberated would be 
120 times greater still. 

“There is no question among 
scientists that this gigantic 
source of energy exists. What 
is lacking is the match to set 
the bonfire alight, or, it may 
be, the detonator to cause the 
dynamite to explode.” 

This is no doubt not quite an 
accurate description of what has 
been discovered, but as it was 
published in the Strand Maga- 
zine of December, 1931 — 24 
years ago—lI hope that my plea 
to have long taken an interest 
in the subject may be indulgent- 
ly accepted by the House. 

What is the present position? 
Only three countries ess, in 
varying degrees, the knowledge 
and the power to make nuclear 
weapons. Of these, the United 
States is overwhelmingly the 
chief. | 

Independent Start. 


Owing to the breakdown in 
the exchange of information be- 
tween us and the United States 
since 1946, we have had to 
start again independently on 
our own. Fortunately executive 
action was taken promptly by 
the Right Honorable Gentle- 
man, the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion, to reduce as far as possi- 
ble the delay in our nuclear 
development and production. By 
his initiative we have made our 
own atomic bombs. Confronted 
with the hydrogen bomb I have 
tried to live up to the Right 
Honorable Gentleman’s stand- 
ard. We have started to make 
that one too. ; : 

It is this grave decision which 
foyms the core of the defense 
paper which we are discussing 
this afternoon. Although the 
Soviet stockpile of atomic bombs 
may be greater than that of 
Britain, British discoveries may 
well place us above them in 
fundamental science. 

May I say that for the sake 
of simplicity and to avoid verbal 
confusion, I use the expression 
“atomic bombs” and aiso “hydro- 
gen bombs” instead of “thermo- 
nuclear,” and I keep “nuclear” 
for the whole lot. 

Situation Imden With Doom. 

There is an immense gulf be- 
tween the atomic,and the hy- 
drogen bomb. The _ atomic 


sem. with all its terror, did | >e 


not carry us outside the scope 
of human control or manage- 
eble events in thought or ac- 
tion, in peace or war. But when 
Cole, the -chair- 
rman of the United States Con- 
gressional (Atomic) Committee, 
gave out a year ago—17 Febru- 
ary 1954—the first comprehen- 
sive review of the hydrogen 
bomb, the entire foundation of 


ized and mankind placed in a 
situation both measureless and 
laden with doom. 

It is now the fact that a 
quantity of plutonium — prob- 
ably less than would fill this 
box on the table, and quite a 
safe thing to store—would suf- 
fice to produce weapons which 
would give indisputable world 
domination to any great power 
which was the only one to have 
it. There is no absolute defense 
against the hydrogen bomb, 
nor is any method in sight by 
which any nation or any coun- 
try can be completely guaran- 
teed against the devastating in- 
jury which even a score of them 
might inflict on wide regions. 


What Ought We to Do? 

What ought we to do? Which 
way shall we turn to save our 
lives and the future of the 
world? It does not matter so 
much to old people. ‘They are 
going soon anyway. But I find 
it poignant to look at youth in 
all its activities and ardor, and 
most of all to watch little chil- 
dren playing their merry games, 
and wonder what would Iie be- 
fore them if God wearied of 
mankind. 


The best defense would, of 
course, be bona-fide disarma- 
ment all round. This is in all 
our hearts, but sentiment must 
not cloud our vision. It is often’ 
said that “facts are stubborn 
things.” A renewed session of 
a subcommittee of the Disarma- 
ment Commission is now sit- 
ting, in London and is rightly 
attempting to conduct its de- 
bates in private. 

We must not conceal from our- 
selves the gulf between the So- 
viet Government and the NATO 
powers, which has hitherto, for 
so long, prevented an agreement. 
The long history and tradition of 
Russia makes its repugnant to 
the Soviet Government to ac- 
cept any practical system of in- 
ternational inspection. 

A second difficulty lies in the 
circumstances that, just as the 
United States, on the one hand, 
has, we believe, the overwhelm- 
ing mastery in nuclear weapons, 
so the Soviets and their Com- 
munist satellites have immense 
superiority in what are called 
“conventional” forces—the sort 
of arms and forces with which 
we fought the last war, but much 
improved. 


The problem is therefore ‘to 
devise a balanced and phased 
system of disarmament which 
at no period enables any one of 
the participants to enjoy an ad- 
vantage which might endanger 
the security of the others. A 
scheme on these lines was sub- 
mitted last year by Her Majesty’s 
Government and the French Gov- 
ernment and was accepted by 
the late Mr. (Andrei Y.) Vishin- 
sky as a basis of discussion. It 
is now being examined in Lon- 
don. 

If the Soviet Government has 
not at any time since the war 
shown much nervousness about 
the American possession of nu- 
clear superiority, that is because 
they are quite sure that it will 
not be used against them aggres- 
sively, even in spite of many 
forms of provocation. 

On the other hand, the NATO 
powers have been combined to- 
gether by the continued aggres- 
sion and advance of Commu- 
nism in Asia and in Europe. 
That this should have eclipsed 
in a few years and largely ef- 
faced the fearful antagonism 
and memories that Hitlerism 
created for the German people 
is an event without parallel but 
it has, to a large extent, hap- 
pened. 

There is widespread belief 
throughout the free world 
that, but for American nuclear 
superiority, Europe would al- 
ready have been reduced to 
satellite status and the Iron 
Curtain would have reached 
the Atlantic and the Channel. 

Unless a trustworthy and uni- 


ment, conventional and nuclear 
alike, can be reached and an ef- 
fective system of inspection is 
established and is actually work- 
ing, there is only one sane policy 
‘for the free world in the next 
few years. That is what we call 
defense through deterrents. This 
we have already adopted and 
proclaimed. 

These deterrents may at any 
time become the parents of dis- 
armament, provided that they 
deter. To make our contribu- 
tion to the deterrent we must: 
ourselves possess the most up- 
to-date nuclear weapons and the 
means of delivering them. That 
is the position which the Gov- 
ernment occupies; We are to 
discuss this not only as a mat- 
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PRIME MINISTER SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL 


to have, with our American 
allies, the strength and num- 
bers to be able to paralyze 
these potential Communist as- 
saults in the first few hours 
of the war, should it come. 


The House will perhaps note 
that I avoid using the word 
Russia as much as possible in 
this discussion. I have a strong 
admiration for the Russian peo- 
ple — for their bravery, their 
many gifts and their kindly na- 
ture. It is the Communist dic- 
tatorship and the declared am- 
bition of the Communist Party 
and their proselytizing activities 
which we are bound to resist, 
and that is what makes this 
great world cleavage I men- 
tioned when I opened my re- 
marks. 

There are also big administra- 
tive and industrial targets be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, and any 
effective deterrent policy must 
have the power to paralyze them 
all at the outset, or shortly 
after. There are also the Soviet 
submarine bases and other 
naval targets which will need 
early attention. 

Must Make Own Contribution. 

Unless we make a contribution 
of our own—that is the point 
which I am pressing—we cannot 
be sure that in an emergency 
the resources of other powers 
would be planned exactly as we 
would wish or that the targets 
which would threaten us most 
would be given what we consider 
the necessary priority, or the de- 
served priority, in the first few 
hours. ; 

These targets might be of 
such cardinal importance that it 
would really be a matter of life 
and death for us. 


All this, I think, must be borne 
in mind in deciding our poicy 
about the conventional forces, to 
which I will come later, the ex- 
isting services. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
has many times the nuclear pow- 
er of Soviet Russia—I avoid any 
attempt to give exact figures— 
and they have of course, far 
more effective means of delivery. 

Our moral and military sup- 
port of the United States and 
our possession of nuclear weap- 
ons of the highest quality and 
on an appreciable scale, together 
with their means of delivery, will 
greatly reinforce the deterrent 
power of the free world, and 
will strengthen our influence 
within the free world. That, at 
any rate, is the policy which we 
have decided to pursue. 

That is what we are now do- 
ing, and I am thankful that it 
is indorsed by a mass of re- 
sponsible opinion on both sides 
of the House, and, I believe, by 
the great majority of the nation. 

Panic Won’t Make for Peace. 

A vast quantity of informa- 
tion, some true, some exag- 
gerated, much out of propor- 
tion, has been published about 
the hydrogen bomb. The truth 
has inevitably been mingled 
with fiction, and I am glad to 
say that panic has not oc- 
curred, Panic would not neces- 
sarily make for peace: That is 
one reason why I have been 
most anxious that responsible 
discussions on this matter should 
not take place on the BBC or 
upon television, and I thought 
that I was justified in submit- 
ting that view of Her Majesty’s 
Government to the authorities, 
which they at once accepted— 
very willingly accepted. 

Panic would not necessarily 
make for peace even in this 
country. There are many coun- 
tries where a certain wave of 
opinion may arise and swing 
so furiously into .action that 
decisive steps may be taken 
from which there is no recall. 
As it is, the world population 
goes on its daily journey de- 
spite its somber expression and 
earnest longing for relief. That

s the way we are going on now. 
Consequences of Fallout. 

I shall content myself with 
saying about the power of this 
weapon, the hydrogen bomb, 
that, apart from all the state- 
ments about blast and heat ef- 
fects over increasingly wide 
areas, there are now to be con- 
sidered the consequences of 
“fallout” as it is called, of 
wind-borne radioactive particles. 
There is both an immediate di- 
rect effect on human beings 
who are in the path of such a 
cloud and an indirect effect 
through animals, grass and 
vegetables, which pass on these 
contagions to human beings 
through food. 

This would confront many who 
escaped the direct effects of the 
explosion with poisoning or star- 
vation or both. Imagination 
stands appalled: There are, of 
course, the palliatives and pre- 
cautions of a courageous civil 
defense, and about that the 
Home Secretary will be 
ing later on t 
best protection’ lies, as I 
sure the House will be con- 
vinced, in successful deterrents 
operating from a foundation of 

, calm ahd tireless vigil- 
ance. 

However, a curious paradox 


has emerged. Let me put it 
simply. After a certain point 
has been passed, it may be 
said, the worse things get the 
better. The broad effect of 
the latest developments is to 
spread almost indefinitely and 
at least te a vast extent the 
area of mortal danger. This 
should certainly increase the 
deterrent upon f£oviet Russia 
by putting her enormous 
spaces and scattered popula- 
tion on an equality, or near 
equality, of vulnerability with 
our small, densely populated 
island and with Western Eu- 
rope. 

I cannot regard this develop- 
ment as adding to our dangers. 
We have reached the maximum 
already. On the contrary, to this 
form of attack continents are 
vulnerable as well as islands. 
Hitherto crowded countries, as 
I have said, like the United 
Kingdom and Western Europe, 
have had this outstanding’ vul- 
nerability to carry. But the hy- 
drogen bomb, with its vast range 
of destruction and the even wid- 
er area of contamination, would 
be effective also against nations 
whose population hitherto has 
been so widely dispersed over 
large land areas as to make them 
feel that they were not in any 
danger at all. 


They too become highly. vul- 
nerable; not yet equally per- 
haps, but still highly and in- 
creasingly vulnerable. He 
again we see the value of 
terrents, immune against sur- 
prise and well understood by 
all persons on both sides—re- 
peat, on both sides—who have 
the power to control events. 
That is why I have hoped for a 
long time for a top-level con- 
ference where these matters 
could be put plainly and blunt- 
ly from one friendly visitor to 
the conference to another. 

Then it may well be that we 
shall, by a process of sublime 
irony, have reached a stage in 
this story where safety will be 
the sturdy child of terror, and 
survival the twin brother of 
annihilation. Although the 
Americans have developed 
weapons capable of producing 
all the effects I have men- 
tioned, we believe that the So- 
viets so far have tested by 
explosion only a type of bomb 
of intermediate power. 

There is no reason why, how- 
ever, they should not develop 
some time within the next 
four, three, or even two years 
more advanced weapons and 
full means to deliver Ahem on 
North American targets. In- 
deed, there is every reason to 
believe that within that period 
they will. 

An Error to Avoid, 

In trying to look ahead like 
this, we must be careful our- 
selves to avoid the error of com- 
paring the present state of our 
preparations with the stage 
which the Soviets may reach in 
three or four years time. It is a 
major error of thought to con- 
trast the Soviet position three 
or four years hence with our 
own position today. It is a mis- 
take to do this, either in the 
comparatively precise details of 
aircraft development or in the 
measureless sphere of nuclear 
weapons. N 

The threat of hydrogen at- 
tack on these islands lies in the 
future. It is not with us now. 


According to the informa- 
tion that I have been able to 
obtain—I have taken every op- 
portunity te consult all the 
highest authorities at our dis- 
posal—the only country which 
is able to deliver today a full- 
scale nuclear attack with hy- 
drogen bombs at a few hours’ 
notice is the United States. 
That surely is an important 
fact, and from some points of 
view and to some of us it is 
not entirely without comfort. 

It is conceivable that Soviet 
Russia, fearing a nuclear at- 
tack before she has caught up 
with the United- States and 
created deterrents of her own, 
as she might argue that they 
are, might attempt to bridge 
the gulf by a surprise attack 
with such nuclear weapons as 
she has already. 

American superiority in nu- 
clear weapons, reinforced by 
Britain, must. therefore be so 
organized as to make it clear 
that no such surprise attack 
would prevent immediate re- 
taliation on a far larger scale. 
This is an essential of the de- 

—-terrent policy. 

For this purpose, not only 
must the nuclear superiority of 
the Western powers be stimu- 
lated in every possible way, 
but their means of delivery of 
bombs must be expanded, im- 
proved, and varied. It is even 
probable, though we have not 
been told about it outside the 
NATO sphere, that a great deal 
of this ‘has been already done 
by the United States. We 
should aid them in every pos- 
sible way. ; 

I will not attempt to go into 
details, but. it is known that 
bases have been and are being 


established in as many 


over all rests the United States 
Strategic Air Force, which is in 
itself a deterrent of the highest 
order and is in ceaseless readi- 
ness. The Soviet government 
probably knows in general terms 
of the policy that is being pur- 
sued, and of the present United 
States strength and our own 
growing addition to it. 

Thus, they should be con- 
vinced that a surprise attack 
could not exclude immediate 
retaliation. As one might say 
to them: Although you might 
kill millions of our peoples, 
and cause widespread havoc 
by a surprise attack, we could, 
within a few hours of this out- 
rage, certainly deliver several, 
indeed many times, the weight 
of nuclear material which you 
have used, and continue re- 
taliation on that same scale. 
We have, we could say, al- 
ready hundreds of bases for 
attack from all angles and 
have made an intricate study 
of suitable targets. 


Thus, it seems to me, with 
some experience of wartime 
talks, you might go to dinner 
and have a friendly evening. I 
should not be afraid to talk 
things over as far as they can 

This, and the hard facts, 
would make the deterrent ef- 
fective. 

I must make one. admission, 
and any admission is formidable. 
The deterrent does not cover 
the case of lunatics or dicta- 
tors in the'mood of Hitler when 


he fo himself in his final 
dugout. That is a blank. Happi- 
ly, we may find methods of 


protecting ourselves, if 
were all agreed, against that. 
All these considerations lead 
me to believe that, on a broad 

view, the Soviets would be ill- 

advised to embark on major 

aggression within the next 
three or four years. 

We must always consider the 
interests of other people when 
you are facing a particular sit- 
uation. The Russian interests 
may be the only guide that is 
available. We may calculate, 
therefore, that world war will 
not break out within that time. 
If, at the end of that time, there 
should be a supreme conflict, 
the weapons which I have de- 
scribed this afternoon would be 
available’ to both sides, and it 
would be folly to suppose that 
they would not be used, Our 
precautionary dispositions and 
preparations must therefore be 
based on the assumption that, 
if war should come, those weap- 
ons would be used. 


I repeat, therefore, that dur- 
ing the next three or four 
years the free world should and 
will retain an overwhelming 
superiority in hydrogen weap- 
ons. During that period it is 
most unlikely that the Rus- 
sians would deliberately em- 
bark on major war or attempt 
a surprise attack either of 
which would bring down on 
them at once a crushing weight 
of nuclear retaliation. 


Scene Will Be Changed. 


In three or four years’ time— 
it may be even less—the scene 
will be changed. The Soviets 
will probably stand possessed 
of hydrogen bombs and the 
means of delivering them not 
only on the United Kingdom 
but also on North American 
targets. They may then have 
reached a stage not indeed of 
parity with the United States 
and Britain but of what is called 
“saturation.” 


‘Saturation’ Defined. 

I must explain this term of 
art. “Saturation” in this connec- 
tion means the point where al- 
though one power is stronger 
than the other—perhaps much, 
stronger—both are capable of 
inflicting crippling or quasi- 
mortal injury on the other with 
what they have got. It does 
not follow however that the 
risk of war will then be great- 
er. Indeed, it is arguable that 
it will be less, for both sides 
will then realize that global 
war. would result in mutual 
annihilation. 

Major war of the future will 
differ therefore from anything 
we have known in the past, in 
this one significant respect that 
each side at the outset will suf- 
fer what it dreads the niost— 
the loss of everything that it’ 
has ever known. The deterrents 
will grow continually in value. 
In the past an aggressor has 
been tempted by the hope of 
snatching an early advantage. In 
future, he may be deterred by 
the knowledge that the other 
side has the certain power to 
inflict swift, inescapable and 
crushing retaliation. 

Of course, we should all 
agree that a world-wide inter- 
-national agreement on dis- 
armament is the goal at which 
we should aim. The Western 
democracies disarmed them- 
selves at the end of the war. 
The Soviet government did

HAVE not always been

His admirers would consider 
this a gross understatement. 

In the address published on 
this page Churchill points to 
his own words written 24 
years ago, prophesying the 
development of atomic energy. 

It was Churchill, too, who 
| prudently ordered the British 
Royal Navy on a wartime

| War I broke out — and who 
consistently warned of the 
danger of World War II, urg- 
ing British preparation for 
that coming event. And, of 
course, it was Churchill’s Ful- 
ton (Mo.) address, in 1946. 
which pointed to the grim 
realities of the growing ten- 
sion between Russia and the 
Western Allies, then only 
dimly seen by most observers. 


half Europe. That is the pres- 
ent position. 


It is easy of course for the 
Communists to say now, “Let 
us ban all nuclear weapons.” 
Communist ascendancy in 
conventional weapons would 
then become overwhelming. 
That might bring peace but 
only peace in the form of the 
subjugation of the free world 
to the Communist system. 


I shall not detain the House 
very much longer and I am sorry 
to be so long. The topic is very 
intricate. I am anxious to repeat 
and to emphasize the one word 
which is the theme of my re- 
marks, namely “deterrent.” 
That is the main theme. 


The hydrogen bomb has made 
an astounding incursion into the 
structure of our lives ‘and 
thoughts. Its impact is prodigi- 
ous and profound, but I do not 
agree with those who say, “Let 
us sweep away forthwith all our 
existing defense services and 
concentrate our energy and re- 
sources on nuclear weapons and 
their immediate ancillaries.” The 
policy of the deterrent cannot 
rest on nuclear weapons alone. 
We must, together with our 
NATO allies, maintain the defen- 
sive shield in Western Europe. 

Unless the NATO powers 
had effective forces there on 
the ground and could make a 
front, there would be nothing 
to prevent piecemeal advance 
and encroachment by the Com- 
munists in this time of so-

We must, therefore, honor our 
undertaking to maintain our con- 
tribution to the NATO forces in 


Europe in time of peace. In war.

length in order to prevent short- 
range air and rocket attack on 
these islands. Thus, substantial 
strength in convéntional forces 
has still a vital part to play in 
the policy of the deterrent. It 
is perhaps of even greater im- 
portance in the cold war. 
Though world war may be 
prevented by the deterrent 
power of nuclear weapons, the 
Communists may well resort to 
military action in furtherance 
of their policy of infiltration 
and encroachment in many 
parts of the world. There may 
well be limited ‘wars on the 
Korean model, with limited ob- 
jectives. We must be able to 
play our part in these, if called 
upon by the United Nations 
Organization. | 


In the conditions of today, this 
is also an aspect of our Common- 
wealth responsibility. We shall 
need substantial in 
conventional forces to fulfill our 
world-wide obligations in these 
days of uneasy peace and ex- 
treme bad temper. 

-To sum up this part of the 
argument, of course, the devel- 
opment of nuclear weapons will 
affect the shape and organiza- 
tion of the armed forces and 
also of eivil defense. We have 
entered a period of transition in 
which the past and the future 
will overlap. But it is an error 
to suppose that, because of these 
changes, our traditional forces 
can be cast away or superseded. 

The tasks of the army, navy 
and air force in this transition 
period are ‘set forth with clarity 
in the defense White Paper. The 
means by which these duties will 
be met are expained in more de- 
tail in the departmental papers 
which have been laid before the 
House by the three service Min- 
isters. No doubt, nothing is per- 
fect; certainly nothing is com- 
plete, but, considering that 
these arrangements have been 
made in the first year after the 
apparition of the hydrogen 
bomb, the far-seeing and pro- 
gressive adaptability which is 
being displayed by all three 
services is remarkable. 

I understand that there is to 
be a vote of censure. Well, cer- 
tainly, nothing could be more 
worthy of censure than to try 
to use the inevitable administra- 
tive difficulties of the transition- 
al stage asa utensil of party poli- 
tics and would-be electioneering. 
I am not saying that anyone is 
doing it; we shall see when it 
comes to the vote. 

Future of Civil Defense. 

The future shape of civil de- 
fense is also indicated in broad 
outline in defense White 
Paper. This outline will be filled 
in as the pre of the new 
plans proceeds, but the need for 
an effective system of civil de- 
fense is surely beyond dispute. 

It presents itself today in its 
noblest aspect, namely, the

The Prime Minister’s address

The de- 
terrent power increases with the 
development of ever more lethal 
weapons. “These deterrents,” 
Churchill declared, “may 
come the parents of disarma- 
ment.” 


The deterrent strategy is a 
long-held idea of the British 
Prime Minister.

Churchill also Believes that 
the superior nuclear power of 
the United States, and particu- 
larly its superior Strategic Air 
Command, which he said “is in 
itself a deterrent of the highest 
order and is in ceaseless readi- 
ness will give us an interlude.” 

In using the term “nuclear” 
Churchill explained that he in- 
cluded atomic and hydrogen 
bombs. Although he d not 
mention Soviet Foreign Minister 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov’s claim 
that the United States was lag- 
gard in the production of hydro- 
gen weapons, he did contradict 
it, saying: “I repeat, therefore, 
that during the next three or 
four years the free world should 
and will retain an overwhelming 
superiority in hydrogen weap- 
ons.”

A small computation will show 
what he means. The blast and 
heat of a large hydrogen bomb 
would cause heavy to complete 
damage over an area of about 
700 square miles, while the 
radioactive fallout would cover 
about 10,000 square miles. Only 
100 bombs would awe | 70,000 
square miles and would poison 
1,000,000 square miles—one third 
the area of the United States. 

Conventional weapons are still 
needed, Churchill believes. “Un- 
less the NATO powers had ef- 
fective forces there on the 
ground and could make a front,” 
he explained, “there would be 
nothing to prevent piecemeal ad- 
vance and encroachment by the 
Communists in this so-called 
peace. By successive infiltra- 
tions the Communists would 
progressively undermine the se- 
curity of Europe.” 

Therefore, “unless we were 
prepared to unleash a full-scaie 
nuclear war as soon as some lo- 
cal incident occurs in some dis- 
tant country we must have con- 
ventional forces in readiness to 
deal with such situations as they 
arise.” 

This great and well-reasoned 
speech, delivered in support cf 
the British White Paper on de- 
fense, is a better guide and =x- 
planation for us than anything 
our own responsible officials 
have presented. It may well 
have as much influence on our 
military policy as it has on 
Great Britain's.

Homeric legends have pro- 
duced a large number of theo- 
ries accounting for the author- 
ship of the “Iliad” and the 
“Odyssey.” One of them holds 
that Homer was not a man but 
a corporation whose activity 
extended over several life- 
times. Another contends that 
the author of the “Odyssey” 
was a woman. 

Robert Graves the distin- 
guished historical novelist sub- 
scribes to the first, in part, 
and to the second completely. 
Having decided this matter to 
his satisfaction Mr. Graves be- 
came fascinated with the idea 
of writing a book that would 
describe the events from which 
the “Odyssey” was derived.

In the 
second, she embellishes these

HAT the classic scholars

JOHN MAYNARD KEYNES: ECON- 
OMIST AND POLICY MAKER, 
by Seymour Harris. (Charles 
Scribner's Sons, 234 pgs., $3.)

S an attempt to set out 

briefly and more or less 

simply the life and work 
of the late Lord Keynes, this 
volume by the distinguished 
Harvard economist succeeds 
magnificently. It is good read- 
ing—and provides some of the 
Keynesian background with- 
out which neither national nor 
international economic policy 
becomes intelligible. 

Keynes has suffered the 
fate of other original thinkers. 
It has become fashionable to 
attack his ideas, particularly 
in conservative financial cir- 
cles—but the same circles find 
his analyses indispensable. 

Arthur F. Burns, President 
Eisenhower's chief economic 
adviser, for instance, specifi- 
cally attacks Keynes's theo- 
ries, but has proposed typi- 
cally Keynesian remedies for 
deflation. 


Harris does not claim that 
Keynes had worked out a com- 
plete science of economics. 
He does show, however, how 
Keynes was able to bring new 
insight into such questions as 
governmental deficit spend- 
ing, techniques of central bank 
control, the effects of inter- 
est rate changes on the econ- 
omy, international exchange 
rates controls. 

Keynes, more than any 
other, was responsible for a 
shift in emphasis, in economic 
thinking, from problems of 
production to problems of con- 
sumption—focusing on the de- 
sirability of full employment 
and the full use of productive 
resources. 

As a man, Keynes was no- 
toriously caustic and impatient 
of those who did not immedi- 
ately grasp his often complex 
formulations. He may have, 
for this reason, failed to exer- 
cise the immediate influence 
he might have. He delighted 
in insulting the big bankers 
and others in high position. 
Such performances were more 
amusing to spectators than to 
his victims.

Nausicaa believes 
his tale, and being a votary 
of the Goddess Athene, is 
convinced that he is a heaven- 
sent -deliverer in her time of 
trouble. Besides she likes his 
looks. 

The remainder of the story 
tells how Nausicaa arranges 
for Aethon to appear at the 
palace as a wandering mendi- 
cant, 

Tests of skill are proposed 
and each of her suitors is re- 
quired to qualify by drawing 
the great bow which hangs on 
the palace walls and which 
legend says belonged to a 
fabled ancestor who fought at 
the siege of Troy. None of the 
young bloods can budge it. 
Aethon then takes it in hand 
and with one pull of the arm 
shoots an arrow through the 
neck of the most ambitious 
In the bloody 
melee that follows, Aethon, 
Nausicaa’s brother and a few 
palace retainers slaughter the 
other conspirators leaving only 
one man alive. Phemius, a 
blind bard and a “Son of 
Homer” who recites the an- 
cient sagas in banquet halls 
and market places, has made 
common cause with the con- 
spirators. Now, in exchange 
for his life, he undertakes to 
incorporate the Princess Nau- 
sicaa’s poem into his repertory 
and give it the stamp of Ho- 
meric tradition.

RESENTLY the King re- 
Prius from his fruitless 

search for Laodamas, who 
was really the first victim of 
the plot against the crown and 
learns of the desperate hap- 
penings that have o¢curred in 
his absence. Aethon, of course 
takes the more-than-willing 
Nausicaa in marriage. How 
and what he feels when he 
realizes he has married a fe- 
male poet is not disclosed. 

As may be seen from the 
brief outline Nausicaa herself 
is the model for the faithful 
Penelope, Aethon is Ulysses or 
Odysseus (for they are not the 
same person in Greek myth- 
ology), and other prototypes 
for the characters in the 
“Odyssey” including a faith- 
ful dog show up from time to 
time. 

Mr. Graves is a fascinating 
story teller with the gift for 
investing an antique tale with 
a sense of immediacy. Yet he 
has neglected none of the his- 
torical trappings. Domestic 
customs, folkways, political 
practices, details of costuming 
and architecture all appear 
quite naturally in descriptions 
of the mis-en-scene; and as 
Mr. Graves is an eminent stu- 
dent of the classic world one 
assumes that his atmosphere is 
authentic for the period 750 
B.C. 

Here then is a first-rate 
novel of intrigue and suspense. 
Its deep flavor of learning will 
give it an additional value for 
many without making it less 
appealing as pure entertain- 
ment.

He says also that he himself 
paints with type. In this book, 
with his painter’s eye for de- 
tail and his uncompromising 
taste in art and people, he has 
painted a portrait of a lady he 
loved and knew well. She was 
Lady Mendl, Elsie de Wolfe, 
and she was 90 years old when 
she invited him to cocktails 
and kept him. near her there- 
after until she died. 

He had not expected to find 
in Hollywood “reflected in 
faded mirrors, that fabulous 
creature who with discipline 
unmatched defied the eternal 
fears.” 

He loved everything about 
her, her weirdly regal face, 


her habit of kicking him in 


the ribs, her love of money 
for the beautiful things it 
would buy, and her appalling 
cleverness in collecting it 
from friends or enemies.

6 6 HE ROYAL HUNT,” a 
T second novel by a new 
young French writer 
named Pierre Moinot, first 
achieved a measure of fame 
when Colette publicly an- 
nounced she was going to cast 
her vote for it in the Prix 
Goncourt competition. “The 
Royal Hunt” did not win the 
Goncourt, but in 1954 it won 
both the Prix Sainte-Beuve 
and the Grand Prix du Roman 
of the Academie Francaise. As 
a result, Pierre Moinot is con- 
sidered more than just a prom- 
ising novelist. 


The continuous focal point 


of the novel, as the title indi- ~ 


cates, is a hunting vacation in 
the French Alps. Two friends, 
Philippe and Henri, commune 
with nature and their rather 
vague pasts as they search out 
wild boar and deer along the 
slopes and valleys of the mag- 
nificent Vosges peaks. Their 
silent, manly pleasure is in- 
terrupted, however, by a band 
of poachers who nearly kill 
Philippe when he, Henri and 
the gamekeeper Metzer flush 
them out of their cave. An- 
other interruption is provided 
by a sensuous young woman, 
Helene Servance, who lives 
with her widowed mother and 
aunt in a forest house which 
was once the scene of great 
celebrations and hunt ban- 
quets, but which now ties 
Helene to a futile, loveless 
life. 

Helene believes that killing 
animals is only one step away 
from murder, which makes 
living in contact with hunters 
unbearable. She cannot find 
pleasure in the dreams of an- 
cient glories which fill her 
aunt’s and mother’s conversa- 
tion, for they are dreams 
around the kinds of killings 
she abhors. And she sees in 
Philippe a possible means of 
deliverance from this life. 

It is revealing nothing the 
reader doesn’t expect to say 


that she does win Philippe 
away from the hunt and to 
herself. But there is _ real 
drama in this affair, parallel- 
ing as it does, Philippe’s grad- 
ual discovery of the pleasure 
of denying himself victory in 
the hunt. It is this prolonged 
examination of self-denial, 
along with the author’s disci- 
pline and restraint, which 
gives “The Royal Hunt” body 
and quality beyond the ap- 
pearances of its plot.

FTER refusing to shoot 

the Kommera stag, Phi- 
bs Blippe experiences a great- 
er delight than he has ever 
known during a hunt. In re- 
fusing to accept Helene Ser- 
vance, he finds her visiting 
him in daydreams of utter 
happiness. 

But these visions of Helene 
and these memories of the 
Kommera in his sights only 
fan his passions into flame.

It’s an intriguing novel; 
fresh, alive and very French. 
With its almost ascetic narra- 
tive and descriptive passages, 
it may have something in 
common with Hemingway. But 
it has more in common with 
the new school of French 
writers. It seems almost cer- 
tain to be a critical success in 
the United States, but unlikely 
to be a popular one. Its sym- 
bolism is a handicap in this 
respect, but more important, 
the climate here has never 
been more unfavorable for a 
plea of self-denial. We seem 
to want more of everything. 
And we want it now.

N the cover of the Bulle- 

tin of the Atomic Scien- 

tists there is a design of a 
clock with the hands showing 
the time as two minutes to 
midnight. It is the way the 
scientists, who have had so 
much to do with creating the 
grave dilemma in which the 
world finds itself, suggest how 
late the hour is. Two min- 
utes more and ——? 

Elmer Davis, who almost 
literally rang the Liberty Bell 
last year with his clarion-call 
book, “But We Were Born 
Free,” this time takes up the 
problem of the hydrogen 
bomb and what if anything 
can be done about it. 

Mr. Davis does not pretend 
to expertness in either the 
field of thermonuclear physics 
or that of national defense. 
His conclusion is one that 
many citizens probably have 
arrived at: namely, that even- 
tually a new bomb war stands 
to be touched off by someone 
and that if it is touched off 
the United States had better 
be ready to win it.

E MUST be wholly fair 
Wi Mr. Davis’s position— 

and that is most impor- 
tant because of the esteem in 
which he is held and the rec- 
ord of thoughtful utterance 
that he has compiled since he 
began those nightly five-min- 
ute broadcasts at the outset of 
World War II. Therefore let 
him state his view in his own 
words: 

“I suppose things will go 
on getting worse, until, more 
likely than not, something 
happens that few of us want 
to happen and that nobody in 
any country could want to 
happen who understands what 
it might mean. It will be ex- 
cellent if we can keep it from 
happening, but I doubt that 
we can. And if it happens we 
must win. 

“Not to win it would not only 
mean the end of many things 
which practically all of us re- 
gard as good, but would prob- 
ably mean the end of the sum 
of those things, the United 
States.” 

So does this distinguished 
observer see through a glass 
darkly. But if he is pessimis- 
tic he is not hopeless and in 
any case he believes in our 
doing all we can “to keep it 
from happening.” 

To prevent the holocaust 


(“no nation has ever had to | 
take such air raiding as will | 


come in the next war’), we 
Americans need to have “as 
many people on our side as 
we can.” This, says Mr. Davis, 
means “a higher degree -of 


diplomatic skill than we have | 


shown in the past two years.” 


Thus he rules out any more 
of Eisenhower Administration 
“blood-curdling threats, which 
scare our allies, but hardly 
any longer scare our enemies 
since they can be sure that

In the Northwestern Wilds 


EXPLORING THE NORTHERN 
PLAINS, edited by Lloyd McFar- 
ling. (Caxton Printers, Lid. 406 
pgs. $7.50.)

HIS volume contains a 
T diversified collection of 

narratives by men who 
journeyed over the Northern 
Plains from 1804 to 1876. 
Starting with portions of the 
Journals of Lewis & Clark, 
and moving along through the 
fur trade era, the Westward 
Movement, the Black Hills 
Gold Rush and the Indian 
Wars, a variety of explorers, 
scientists, artists, religious and 
army officers are represented. 


Two members of European 
nobility are also included— 
Prince Maximilian of Wied 
and Prince Paul of Wurttem- 
berg, both of whom, inspired 
by the great pioneering spirit 
traditional in America, went 
home to write glowing ac- 
counts of their experience in 
the wilds of the American 
West. 


All of the selections are 
taken from works which, in 
their original form, have be- 
come classics in Western 
Americana. If romanticism is 
apparent in some of the writ- 
ings it may be well to remem- 
ber that many of these men 
were young and wrote of their 
experiences with a youthful 
exuberance.

HE editor, in his introduc- 
T tion, sums up the difficul- 

ties in making selections 
for an anthology of this kind 
when he acknowledges there 
are inherent defects in the 
book. “Compared to the to- 
tal bulk of available writings, 
it can only present a group of 
samples of what a man might 
read if he had the time and 
the library facilities to cover 
the field thoroughly,” he says. 


If the book does nothing 
else than induce the reader to 
make further explorations of 
his own fn the Northern Plains 
country, by reading some of 
the individual works repre- 
sented in their entirety, it will 
have served its purpose.

About 25 employes work here, 
and the research is not con- 
cerned entirely with insecticides. 

They are concerned, in total, 
with research on plant disease, 
weeds and other crop-threaten- 
ers; testing is done of herbi- 
cides, nematocides, fungicides, 
defoliants. 

It is here that Monsanto tests 
the efficiency of its pest-killers, 
in a never-ending search for im- 
proved compounds. 

Agricultural chemists of many 
concerns, some of them giaitts 
like Monsanto, are caught up in 
what amounts to a constant ex- 
periment to come up with better 
and better products to fight the 
staggering crop loss which re- 
‘sults annually from harmful 
insects, plant disease, weeds and 
other such enemies of the har- 
ried farmer. 

. When the National Agricultur- 
.al Chemicals Association cohven- 
tion opens here at the Chase 
Hotel tomorrow, those attend- 
ing will see an array of anti- 
pest, anti-weed and anti-plant- 

disease products such as the. 
farmer of 20 or 30 years ago 
could hardly have imagined. . 
There are compounds made to 
be utilized by everyone from 
the airplane-spray argiculturist 
to the window-box gardeners. 

And the horizons remain 
large. Great strides have been 
made in the last 10 years with 
the development of hundreds of 
new products, but thousands of 

insects, weeds and plant diseases 

still elude control.

T HAS been estimated the an- 
J nai crop runs like this: 


five billion dollars in crops lost 
to weeds, four billion. to plant 
diseases and four billion to in- 
sects. At the Creve Coeur Lab- 
oratories are specialists in re- 
search against all of these—there 
are bacteriologists, parasitolo- 
gists, plant pathologists, bio- 
chemists, plant physiplogists and 
‘agronomists. 

That's the big picture. To 
break it down to one facet, one 
phase of what one firm is doing 
in one field—that of testing in- 
secticides—Entomologist Ludvik 
is a good man to turn to. 

His interest, an intense done, 
is insects of all sorts. He’s. got 
thrips, he’s got aphids. He's a 
man inordinately interested in 
Mexican bean beetles, his milk- 
weed bugs get all the sunflower 
seeds they can eat.

“We can tell within one week 
if the compound is not effective 
as an insecticide,” Ludwik ex- 
plained, for the negative part 
is father simple. “However, it 
might take four weeks of testing 
if it shows promise.” 

That’s because complications 
set in if. a compound proves to 
be toxic—that’s fine, but how 
toxic? To. what degree is it ef- 
fective’ under what conditions 
and, finally, how much can the 
compound be diluted and still 
retain the highest degree of ef- 
ficiency? 

In answering. these questions 
and others it’s the insect itself 
that has the definitive opinion.’ 

The compounds are tested in 


four basic manners. One is the 
dip test. The new compound is 
weighed out- to a specific 


amount, ground. in a _ mortar 
with a.wetting agent and a di- 
lutent.. Leaves — perhaps pole 
bean leaves or cucumber plant 
leaves, to name. two of the kinds 
always ready in the greenhouse 
—are dipped in the _ solution, 
drained, allowed to dry. 

Then, insects are placed on 
the treated leaves — insects 
which normally would choose 
cucumbers or beans as. host 
plants. .The leaves are set aside 
for 48 hours and then a count 
is taken to check on the sur- 
vivors, if any. If all or most 
of the insects are suffering no 
ill effects and scampering

This -test is conducted by ‘a

SOMEWHERE IN IOWA. 


NE morning last week we spent four months in the 
() wilds of Alaska, taking color movies of grizzly bears. 
Of it that seems an exaggeration, perhaps I'd better 
explain. We'd been in Madison, Wis., lecturing for the 
Audubon Society and 
among those in our audi- 
ence were the noted wild- 
life photographer Cleve- 
land Grant and his tal- 
ented co-worker and wife, 
Ruth. At dinner they told 
us that our route on the 
next day’s trip to Water- 
loo, Ia. would take us 
through their home town 
of Mineral Point and that 
we must stop for luncheon 
with them. So at il 
o'clock next morning we 
were sitting in their living 
room, viewing thé remark- 
able films which Cleve and 
Ruth had made last sum- 
mer in Alaska. 
This trip was om assign- 
ment from the Walt Dis- 
ney Studios for the pur- 
. pose of photographing the 
Alaskan grizzly and it was highly successful. But before 
telling about it, a little background on the Grants is in 
order, Grant is an outstanding ornithologist, naturalist and 
allround outdoorsman who has been taking and showing 
motion pictures of wildlife for the past 20 years and stands 
today at the very top of this exacting and exciting profes- 
sion. He has headed the Chicago Ornithological Society 
and the Audubon Society of Ohio, served as Extension Lec- 
turer for Chicago Natural History Museum and made color 
movies for both Paramount and Disney. He has a vast wil- 
derness experience, but perhaps most important of all, he

When we arrived at the Grant’s home in the 
little Wisconsin hill town of Mineral Point, we 
made an immediate tour of inspection. Up in the 
attic was wilderness camping equipment set up and 
organised se that on a moment's notice the Grants 
can start off for a year’s trip te the mountains, the 
Arctic, the desert or the tropics. On the second 
floor were film files, editing equipment, cameras, 
lenses, tripods, sound and lighting materials that 
represent years of searching for perfection. On the 
first floor was a projection room. In the basement 
were tents, canvas covers and framework for the 
blinds used in wildlife photography. Out in the 
yard were station pine 4 short, easy trips and 
Dodge power wagon completely equipped

@ THE GRANTS have been up the Alaska Military High- 
way four times making films in Montana, British Columbia, 
Yukon Territory and Alaska. Although these trips resulted 
in magnificent shots of fighting bull moose, woodland cari- 
bou, bison, families of Arctic foxes, Dall sheep, the flowers 


of the tundra and Mount McKinley, the big objective was 
grizaly bears. Up through Calgary and Edmonton and 
Whitewater went the Grants with their truck, trailer and 


, ‘ equipment; and finally down into a vast area of virgin 


mountain wilderness which lies south of Fairbanks. Here 
they found their bears and here they headquartered for 
three months. Soon they came to know all the bears in the 
area, The big boar grizzlies make poor photographic sub- 
jects because they keep constantly on the move. But two 
females with cubs—Rosie and Emily--were more accom- 
modating. ,

Emily had two spring cubs and a ticklish tem- 
per. Generally her cubs would be playing in plain 
sight as she grazed along through the lush moun- 
tain meadows, But whenever one of them turned 
up missing, even though only out of sight behind a 
bush, Emily’s instantaneous reaction was to charge 
the cameraman. More than once Cleve pushed his 
heavy camera and tripod into her face as he leaped 
for shelter. Old Rosie, on the other hand, was far 
more predictable, Her cub Ragmop was a yearling, 
although still nursing. Ragmop and Rosie had a 
great affection for one another and little more than 
a gentle curiosity about the human beings who fol- 
lowed them with cameras on every sunny day. The 
result is the finest record of the family life of the 
grizzly bear that has ever been photographed in the 
wilds.

To get into this room you 
have to ring a bell and ad- 
mitted by an armed guard. On 
the door jamb is a hold-up alarm 
button, Once inside, Sylvan Bar- 
ton, operating manager, explains 
with pride the ticking tape ma- 
chines and flashing ts. 

On a long steel table running 
the length of the room are the 
small tape recording machines. 
Each time a watchman in some 
factory or store turns the key 
in one of his station boxes, it 
is recorded on the machine’s 
tape. If he is five minutes late, 
they know it. Fire signals also 
are recorded on the tape. 


Covering an entire wall, and 
looking like mail boxes in a 
small town post office, are 
mounted relays and other con- 
trols, each box representing an 
alarm system connected with a 
bank, store, factory or other es- 
tablishment. Fire alarms go au- 
tomatically to fire headquarters, 
A direct wire connects with po- 
lice headquarters. 

Even if a crook happens to 
get past the protective tape on 
the windows of a bank or jew- 
elry store, there are still some 
dandy little traps waiting for 
him. ADT maintains a large re- 
search laboratory in New York 
where highly skilled electronic 
engineers do nothing but think 
them up. Their imagination 
knows no bounds. 

One of their favorite devices 


is the electric eye, the kind 
commonly used to open and 
close doors. ADT carries it a 
long step further. It will use 
several of them in a bank, and 
with the use of mirrors set up 
a web of beams that a man 
can’t walk through or crawl 
under or over without setting 
off an alarm. Many a frustrated 
safecraker hag found -himself 
surrounded by policemen with- 
out ever knowing what he did 
to bring them. Some burglars 
have complained that it isn’t 
sporting to catch a man with 
something he can't see. 

But even the electric eye is 
somewhat primitive compared to 
another device called the 
Telapproach. This device stems 
back to the early days of radio, 

will remember the old 
super-heterodyne sets which, 
when you approached them to 
change stations, would eften set 
up an agonized howl. With the 
Telapproach, radio waves ema- 
nate from the bank vault or the 
Store safe. Anyone who ap- 
proaches, alters the character 
of the radio waves, They are 
set out of balance and the im- 
balance sets off an alarm at 
central station. 

But even if the safe cracker 
got past this, there is still the 
Phonetalarm, a sound-recording 
device inside the vault. It is so 
sensitive that the first sound of 
tampering sends off an alarm. 
Thermostats built into vault 
doors set off the alarm if any- 
one applies the torch.

vy" HE latest device is an ultra- 
T sonic gadget which employs 

the principle of the dog 
whistle by sending out a noise 
with such a.high frequency the 
human ear ean’t hear it, This 
new device produces gound 
waves at 20,000 cycles. The bur- 
glar can’t hear it, but if he so 
much as takes a deep breath or 
moves one step while within its 
radius he disturbs the sound 
waves and sounds the alarm. 

It's getting tougher for bur- 
glars all the time. They gained 
a slight advantage here a while 
back when they started outwit- 
ting the gadgets by coming 
down through the roof. But it 
was a simple matter to direct 
beams upward and criss-cross 
the ceiling,

network grow out of the little 
electrical call boxes, which pre- 
dated the telephone, and by 
which subscribers could summon 
a messenger, a cab, a doctor, a 
policeman or a firemen.

“Then why do you speak Rus- 
sian like this?” 


“Believe me,” I answered, 
talking quickly through his 
panic, “I learned Russian when 
I was a little girl. Tell me what 
you want us to do,for you.” 


He lifted his finger. He 
pointed it straight at me. His 
voice rising, he kept repeating, 
“Niet, niet, vi  Roussakaya!” 
(“You are Russian!) It was as 
though he were’saying, “You are 
the devil!” 


He had mistaken me for a 
spy. Stumbling backwards, still 
pointing his finger, he disap- 
peared into the crowd. 

One of my “conversational” 
Russians was Anna. I met her 
one afternoon on the terrace of 
a house 30 kilometers from Mos- 
cow. 


With her battered, forthright 
face, she appeared tobe about 
35. She proudly showed me the 
scars on her arm, and she parted 
her badly combed, tousled hair 
to show me the scar on her head. 
She had been wounded on. the 
-battle line in front of Moscow

the highest a stenographer can 
go is a mere 900.) . ; 
Anna, no clock-watcher, has 
also reached the status of an 
“activist” which means that she 
exceeds her specified 
quotas. 
She lives with her aunt, her 
uncle and her sister in a two- 
room apartment in Moscow. 
She told me: “We use one 
room divided by a screen as a

bedroom for the four of us. My 
sister and I sleep on one side, 
my uncle and aunt on the other. 
The other room is a sitting room 
and,” she added, “we have a 
television set!” 


In spite of the fact that this 
was Russia—Anna’s conversa- 
tion had a surprisingly “bour- 
geois” slant. 


Her lined face lit up. 


“I have so many projects!” 
Anna said. “On the 20th of Au- 
gust, we'll have enough money 
to buy a car—the new one, the 
Rodina.” 


(Rodinas cost 12,500 rubles 
which means that at her monthly 
salary of 1500 rubles, successful 
Anna’s tab for a Rodina would 
come to over eight months’ 
wages.)

OTH Anna and I had been 

touring Archangelskoe, the 

former country home of a 
Czarist prince and now a state- 
owned museum. 

Maybe its “museum”  lux- 
ury, its polished floors, elabor- 
ate furniture, all kept just as 
they were before the Soviet 
regime, had opened for Anna a 
vista of “better things.” 


At any rate, she was full 
of her “bourgeois” future 
though Anna, herself, would 
never have called it that. 

“Won't the car use a lot of 
gas?” I asked. 

“Thirty kopeks is the price of 
a litre of gas in our country. 
Why should we care how much 
gas it uses? Why, 30 kopeks is 
the price of a newspaper! And 
then,” Anna kept rushing on, 
“we'll wait another year and a 
half and we’ll be able to build a 
small house.” 


“You mean the house will be- 
long to you?” I asked. 


“Who else?” Anna tossed her 
read. “I could even leave it 
to my child if I ever have one. 
The government. leases. the 
ground for 99 years. We've 
chosen a lot — 20 kilometers 
from Moscow. Of course, 


over eight meters square (about 
27 feet) and a community room 
over 14 meters long (about 47 
feet).” | 

Anna, the good bureaucrat, 
the Kussian working woman who 
has made her mark, raced on 
with her plans: 

“My uncle has promised to 
build an- oven for. boiling wa- 
ter and he'll put in pipes so 
we'll be able to have warm wa- 
ter and a bathroom.” 


The price of the house? 
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Twenty thousand rubies, Anna 
told me. 

“Our plams are all ready,” 
Anna said. “But we have to 
start with the car in order to 
be able to supervise the work 
being done and do our own 
moving. The new government 
has authorized us to have our 


‘ own pigs, some hens and rab- 


bits. We may even have a cow.” 

Anna told me that her aunt 
and sister are skilled workers 
in a textile factory. They work 
48 hours a week and wear masks 
in order to protect their lungs. 
The work is dangerous so they 
are fairly well paid—950 rubles 
a month for each of them. 


Altogether, the aunt, the sis- 
ter and Anna make a lot of 
money “like all who take the 
trouble to work.” 


With the uncle, it was another 
story. It turned out that uncle, 
a locksmith, liked vodka and 
company, “We can’t. count on 
him. Or on any man for that 
matter,” Anna added. 

“You’re not married? 
engaged?” I asked. 

“No, and I don’t date any- 
one,” she said. “I’ve suffered 
a lot and I’ve had too much un- 
happiness. I’m 30 and I prob- 
ably look older. I’m tired. 
Those things don’t interest me. 
We lost 7,000,000 men during 
the war and those who are left 
are too spoiled—too many wom- 
en for too few men. And the 
younger generation is too young. 
Besides—they leave for the army 
for two years.”

“At least 
that’s true in almost all cases.” 


How many of these million- 
aires are there? 


Our statistics come from read- 
ing the Soviet newspapers, 
themselves. According to their 
figures it was revealed that the 
new “bourgeois” number 930 
citizens. Of these 780 were rated 
multimillionaires. These figures 
of course were in rubles. Be- 
fore the war, there were only 
two millionaires in the entire 
U.S.S.R.

published, it is well known 
that it is composed mostly of 
scholars, artists, writers, actors 
and several marshals, high civil 
servants, heads of important in- 
dustries—and at least one jockey. 


Incidentally, Marshal Bulgan- 
in, the new Premier and owner 
of the Soviet’s major race horse

T HAD at first been planned 

to have the television version

Miss Martin herself is en- 
thusiastic about the television 
presentation. “Never in my en- 
tire experience have I been in 
a show to which people—grown- 
ups and children alike—have 
reacted as they have to our 
musical ‘Peter Pan.’ It exhilar- 
ated those who saw it, lifted 
them out of themselves, made 
them happier human beings for 
having been touched by its 
magic. We made up our minds 
that playing this production in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Broadway, as we have, would 
not be enough. We wanted 
everybody—or as many people 
as possible—to see it. But ‘Peter 
Pan’ is unusual from a technical 
point of view.

Although the three-to-one 
ratio of professional status may 
suggest a certain imbalance, the 


symposium of opinions did not. 
So diverse were they, in fact, 
that the only certain inference 
to be drawn was that of Sir 
Roger de Coverley in such situa- 
tions: “Much can be said on 
both sides.” 


Enough was said on both sides 
to fill this page instead of just 
a column. Virtually the only 
quality running through all the 
jurors’ remarks was a spirit of 
dedication, of strenuous personal 
anxiety to make decisions fairly 
for the best interests of artists 
and community.

It was held appropriate, and 
conveniently economical, for a 
small show in a small museum. 
It was also held ideal for a big 
show in a big museum, where 
an acknowledged authority can 
directly reflect his own personal 
judgments, even his prejudices, 
on a striking scale. 

It was after the success of 
such a venture, when James 
Johnson Sweeney served as sin- 
gle juror at the Virginia Mu- 
seum at Richmond, that the mu- 
seum here began its one-man 
jury experiment, starting with 
George Rickey in 1950.

Born in St. Louis, he is 65 years 
old, married, has three children 
and lives at 4255 North Twen- 
tieth street.

He is a former member of the 
Board. of Children’s Guardians 
and as chairman of the Belle- 
fontaine Farms committee of the 
board several years ago had an 
active part in a controversy over 
administration of that institu- 
tion. A former president of the 
Public School Patrons Alliance, 
he was vice chairman of a citi- 
zens’ advisory committee which 
made an exhaustive study of 
operations and needs of the St. 
Louis public schools. 

He was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for the Board of Educa- 
tion in 1931 and 1951, for cir- 
cuit clerk in 1937 and for Sec- 
ond Ward alderman in 1943. 

Sendlein favors the proposed 
civic improvement bond issue 
and election of freeholders to 
draft a new city charter.

Many elms that died last 
year were not removed promptly 
and thus provided good breéd- 
ing places for the bark beetles 
that spread Dutch elm disease. 
Since there has evidently been 
a build-up in the population of 
leaf hoppers that spread phloem 
necrosis, both diseases may be 
epidemic by next summer. 
However, even the most pessi- 
mistic of the pathologists would 
not predict that all of our fine 
elms are doomed. There was 
substantial agreement that a 
goodly number will probably 
survive,

HARGES OF OBSTRUCTIONISM leveled 
against many members of the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen have heightened in- 

terest in next Friday's primary election. Can- 
didates for aldermanic offices in the 14 even- 
numbered wards and the board presidenc 

will be nominated in the primary. Many vt 
dermen have been under heavy fire for per- 
mitting special interests rather than commu- 
nity welfare to govern their legislative actions. 

In many instances, expressway construc- 

tion, street widenings, and enforcement of min- 
imum housing standards have been held up 
for years by the aldermanic courtesy system, 
which gives an alderman final say on legisla- 
tion he claims affects only his ward. Similarly, 
the master traffic plan and master zoning ordi- 
nance have been riddled with crippling amend- 
ments in deference to wishes of individual 
board members. And other measures affect- 
ing the city’s progress have been blocked.

We try to take them all together, but 
that doesn’t always work. If there is a 
large meal to get, my wife prefers to go 
home directly, taking one of the. girls to 
help her. Those days, after Mass, we stand 
outside and settle whose turn it is to go 
home with Mother. If Flavia has walked 
the previous week, I walk with Sandra, 
9, and Anita, 7. 


Why Walking Is Good 


What's so exciting about a Sunday 
walk? First of all, my daughters review 
their past week's activities to me at a 
leisurely pace. They open up discussions 
of their plans for the next few days at 
school, in Girl Scouting, in church func- 
tions and in their social life. 

Usually, our first visit is at the railroad 
station, about half a mile from our home, 
where we say hello to John Honan, the 
station master, who's been with the rail- 
road 53 years. We talk to the ticket agents, 


Richard Woosley and Michael Gabriel, 
and to Anthony Coviello, who checks 
mechanical parts of coaches and freight 
cars. In this way, the children learn a great 
deal about railroading and points beyond 
Waterbury. _ 

Leaving the station, we cross the street 
and stroll awhile in the quiet Library Park, 
noting whether the plants arc in good 
health and whether our friends, the birds, 
seem well. 

Then we may drop around to radio 
station WATR to watch disk jockey 
Anthony Pagliari preparing his program. 
Or we may go to the newspaper building 
to talk to our friends of the press, or to 
police headquarters to meet the officers 
at their work, or to the fire station to 
admire the brightly polished engines.

periods in bed could actually prolong or complicate © 


your illness. When doctors discovered that, early 
ambulation became a hospital routine. Today you 
walk earlier, go home earlier, recuperate faster and 
more safely. 


The Experts Tell Why 
The revolution in hospital care affects both the 


* acute patient and the* chronic patient. PARADE asked 


experts from coast to coast two questions: Why are 
hospital stays shorter today? How long can patients 
with specific ailments expect to be hospitalized? 

The answers were provided by the University of 
Chicago Clinics, the Los Angeles County Hospital, 
the Crawford Long Hospital (Atlanta), Georgetown 
University Medical School (Washingten, D.C.) and 
the Ochsner Foundation Hospital (New Orleans). 
Here are their basic reasons for shorter hospital stays: 

1) Antibiotic drugs (penicillin, terramycin, etc.). 
New derivatives of these “wonder” drugs are being 
developed almost daily. 

2) Early ambulation. 

3) Better diagnosis and pre- and post-operative 
4) Improved medical and surgical techniques and 
better hospital personnel to apply them. 

5) Increased emphasis on home care for patients 
because of high hospital costs and because many 
patients can do as well at home as in a hospital. 

As a result of these factors, amyone needing an 
operation in 1955 will probably spend up to 50 per 
cent fewer days in the hospital than he would have 
20 years ago. If he has a leg fracture or a serious 
infection, his stay may be cut up to 70 per cent. On 
chronic diseases there are few statistics available, but 


here too there is evidence that some hospital stays 


have been cut up to 50 per cent. 

As for PARADE’s second question, on length of 
hospital stays in specific illnesses, the University of 
Cliicago Clinics provided a concrete breakdown which, 
on the average, may be taken as representative of 
most hospitals. Here it is: ; 


DIAGNOSIS: Ketbildiin ws uses recently de- 
veloped time-saving device, a “flame pho- 
tometer,’ to check body fluids of patient. 


Fractures: Many years ago, fracture cases stayed 
in the hospital for weeks if not months. Today, even 
many severe fracture cases are discharged in about 
two weeks. New techniques for “pinning” parts of 
broken bones together are partly responsible; one of 
these techniques permits the patient to walk on 
crutches almost immediately. 

Burns: Antibiotics have performed near-miracles 
in preventing infection and cutting down hospital 
stays. Complicated cases which once required skin 
grafting and a six-month hospital stay may be dis- 
charged today in three to six weeks. Many of today’s 
burn patients leave the hospital without scars or other 
signs of imjury. 

Appendectomy: Hospital stays have been cut in 
half in the past few years—from eight to 10 days to 
four to five days. 

Childbirth: More than 90 per cent of all babies “ 
are born in hospitals. As late as 1940, new mothers 
were hospitalized 10, 12 or even 14 days. Today, some 
hospitals send mothers and their babies home after a 
day or two, though the average stay is three to five 
days. 

Tonsillectomy: As‘a rule, children still remain in 
the hospital a day or two. But an important advance 
has been made in ailments relating fo the tonsils and 
adenoids. Years ago, many patients were hospitalized 
for long periods because -of infections associated with 
the tonsils. These infections, together with the need 
for hospitalization, virtually have been wiped out. 

Gall-bladder disease: Formerly hospitalized three 
weeks or longer, these cases, involving surgery, now 
remain in the hospital about six to 10 days. . 

Hernia: Years ago, cases were bed-ridden about 
two weeks and kept in the hospital up to four weeks. 
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seven days. 
Anemia: This term inaludes a large class of dis

eases. Years ago, every anemia sufferer died. Today, 
with liver extract and Vitamin B-12, few cases even 
have to be hospitalized—and those briefly.’ 

The diseases classified as leukemias offer a different 
picture. Some forms are fatal. Others used to require 
hospital stays of several weeks, but now'can be treated 
in a few days. 

As for five main types of chronic disease, these 
“informed guesses” en ee 
authorities: 

Arthritis: The largest single group are the rheuma- 
toid arthritics. For them, the average hospital stay has 
been cut up to 50 per cent or more in the past 
generation. A significant number of arthritics can 
be treated in outpatient departments—without hos- 
pitalization. —~ 

Cancer: Surgery involving the breast or colon once 
called for hospital stays of several weeks. Now, as 
little as one week suffices in some cases. Surgeons are 
operating on—and saving—patients who would have 
been considefed “hopeless” 20 years ago. The same 
holds true for cancer of the cervix and prostate gland. 
Fifty years ago, prostate-cancer operations carried a 
25 to 30 per cent death rate; today, that rate is down 
to 1 or 2 per cent. But progress has been much less 
marked against cancer of the stomach and lung. 

Heart disease: In certain types, the patient remains 
in the hospital four weeks as opposed to eight or more 
weeks 20 years ago. Because high blood pressure is 
treafed in earlier stages today than before, hospitali- 


“zation time has been reduced. 


Tuberculosis: In the past decade, TR vicsionen 
stays have been cut up to 50 per cent. TB still is 
important, but great advances against it have’ caused 
some TB facilities to close for lack of 

Ulcers: In some cases, stays for ulcer surgery have 
been cut from three to four weeks to 10 days to two 
To this remarkable record, one researcher at the 
University of Chicago adds: 

Today we don’t even see cases of those old-time killers, 
typhoid, diptheria, scarlet fever.” 

However, he points out, a new field has opened in 
hospital care. This is the field of long-term degenera- 
tive disease associated with aging—senility, stroke, 
certain <ypes of henst disease, ety. Knowledge jm this 
area is sketchy. 

“Those illnesses of aging provide a big part of the 
eae orga cy ee Ne ag 
to us in a few years—you'll really get a story.” =

YEARS ON ONE JOB 


South Carolina mill clerk sets world’s record 


by GEORGE ROBINSON 


GRANITEVILLE, S. C. 
This will be quite a year for James Wesley Rear- 
den, a leading citizen of this little mill com- 
munity nestled in the rolling hills of Upper 
Horse Creek Valley near Aiken. On June 6 he'll 
celebrate his 94th birthday. On May 10, he'll 
round out 83 years of work with the Graniteville 
Company, a group of modern cotton mills. 

And that makes Mr. Rearden the holder of the 
longest continuous industrial work record in the 
world. In the office of the president of the Gran- 
iteville Company hang five portraits. Four are 
those of presidents of the firm. The fifth is that 
of the shipping clerk to whom the firm long has 
paid tribute for “always doing a little more than 
is expected of him.” 

The remarkable Mr. Rearden has a standing 
offer from the Graniteville Company to retire 
any time he wants to or for work any 
hour of the day he-chooses. But he’s regularly 
among the first on the job, walking the short 
distance from his white frame home (not far 
from the plant gates) to his office. He treats 
himself to a short rest period after lunch every 
day, but otherwise puts in full time. 

A retirement system was adopted by Granite- 
ville in 1949 for employes reaching 65, but Mr. 
.Rearden—then 88—had been told long before 
that he could work as long as he cared to.°So 
he’s doing just that. “As long as they'll let me,” 
he says, “I’m going to show up for work each 
morning. I like the people I work for and I'd feel 
lost without something to do.” 


That “something to do” for the past 35 years 
has included teaching the Young Men's Bible 
Class at St. John’s Methodist Church in Granite- 
ville, where he has been a member 70 years and 
has sung in the choir almost that long. 

Mr. Rearden won his longest-work-record 


title fair and square. In 1950, the Thomas De La | 


Rue Company, Ltd., printers and engravers, of 
London, challenged the U.S. to produce a man 
with a longer continuous work record than their 
Harry Adkins, a'75-year man. The Rearden rec- 
ord, supplied through the National Association 
of Manufacturers, showed that he topped 
Adkins by three years. : 


He Started at 10 


He began work for Graniteville on May 10, 
1872. He was nearly 11 then, but—as he recalls 
—“big for his age.” That was the only reason he 
was able to get a job in the plant: every child 
under 13 was supposed to be in school. Mr. 


’ Rearden’s first job was “tack boy,” his only tools 


a needle and thread plus a shoe knife for cutting 
thread to tack cloth. 

Mr. Rearden still remembers the company's 
founder, William Gregg, who started the mill in 
1845. It is the oldest cotton mill in the South 
Operating under its original charter. As for Mr. 
Rearden, he feels the same about his job today 
as in 1947, when the company honored him on 
his 75th consecutive work year. 

Said he then: “If I had to make the choice 
again, it would be the same as it was in 1872.” B

When Henry Gerber of Detroit read the an- 
nouncement four years ago that his dancing 
daughter, Mitzi Gaynor, had been signed to 
a “standard seven-year studio contract” by 
20th Century-Fox, he glowed. For the next 
seven years, he felt, his talented, bouncy 
Mitzi would enjoy financial security, reaping 
a hefty salary 52 weeks a year. 

Like most of the public, Mr. Gerber was 
laboring under a misconception. In  Holly- 
wood,,.when a studio signs a young actress to 
a “standard seven-year contract,” it simply 
means that it is guaranteeing the girl 20 
weeks of employment at a fixed salary during 
the first six months—nothing more. If after 
the first six months the studio wants to exer- 
cise its option and continue the actress’ em- 
ployment for another six months at increased 
salary, it is entitled to do so. If not, the girl 
is dropped. She can be released at any option 
period during the seven years. = 

There are minor variations—sometimes a 
player is guaranteed 40 weeks of salary in 
the first year—but basically the standard stu- 
dio employment contract sounds much better 
to the aspiring hopeful than it really is. 
¥ In the case of Mitzi Gaynor, this smiling 
sparkplug was dropped last April by 20th 
Century after four years of work. At the time, 
her salary was $1,500 a week and she had 
just started dancing in There's No Business 


they were wrong. In fact, they modestly ad- 

mit it themselves. But the misjudgment of 

talent is an inherent part of this business.

Before she “stole” Show 
Business from Dan Dailey, Ethel Merman, 
Marilyn Monroe and Donald O'Connor, 
Mitzi was about as much in demand in this 
town as a heavy snowfall.

Yet Fletcher, son of an aeronautics 
manufacturer, didn’t set out to build a 
dream house. It “just growed.” 

It started in 1951 when Jack was an Air 
Force corporal. He and his wife, Joan, 
began by outlining a home they would 
build some day. “It grew gradually,” Jack 
says. “We'd think of something and I'd 
rough out plans on how it would work.” 
By the time his hitch ended, they had doz- 
ens of brand-new ideas. 

They also had three children—Janie, 3, 
and twins Johnny and Ricky, 2. So the 
house was tailored for a family of five. 
“People are so taken with the advanced 
features,” Fletcher says, “that they over- 
look the ideas that make it comfortable.”

sections, one a children’s romping area, 
the other a living room and patio for en- 
tertaining. 

The “nerve center” is a massive electric 
control board. Its switches allow such fea- 
tures as the automatic lighting — which 
snaps on when you enter a room, off when 
you leave—to be shut off when not needed. 

It also controls TV cameras which peer 
into the children’s rooms and the play 
area. Receivers are in the parents’ bed- 
room and the family room, so Mrs. Flet- 
cher can keep an eye on the kids.

Burglars are foiled by an 
amplifier which magnifies night noises 50 
times, and an electric door lock which 
sets off an alarm when tampered with. 
The telephone will automatically dial 


’ police or fire when a button is pushed. 


But the high light of the-house seems 
to be the kitchen “range.” A plywood cab- 
inet, it houses magnetic coils which set 
up eddy currents in the pan, thus do the 
cooking. The cabinet remains cold—be- 
cause magnetic repulsion keeps the pans 
two inches above the surface. 

The front of the house and the front 
of the garage provide free air-conditioning 
for the patio. They funnel air through a 
butterfly door into thé patio, wafting a 
breeze even on calmest days. 

One idea is centuries old. Above each

Of 30,000 people who visited it, 
many oohed and aahed; but others thought 
its gadgets just too eerie. And there’s the 
matter of cost. Fletcher éstimates it at 
$35,000, with his work thrown in free. 
Builders says it’s a bargain. But for most .

THOSE BALLOONS — 


RADIO FREE EUROPE, one of whose 
latest exploits is described here, is not 
“another U.S. propaganda agency.” As 
explained by C. D. Jackson, former 
special assistant for political warfare 
to President Eisenhower, it is a center 
in which Europeans themselves can 
keep alive the idea of freedom. 

RFE merely supplies the resources 
~the radio equipment, the wire facili- 


ties, the financing which permits patri- 
otic Europeans to carry on a war of 
ideas with the Red rulers of their - 
Russian-dominated homelands. 

Privately supported, Radio Free 
Europe now is soliciting funds through- 
out the U.S. Contributions can be made 
at any Post Office. Address envelopes 
to 1955 Crusade for Freedom, % your 
local postmaster. 


Like a sliver slowly festering under a 
Red fingernail, the activities of the 
U.S.-sponsored Radio Free Europe 
(RFE) long have been the bane of 
Communist leaders in satellite lands. 

RFE has specialized in radio broad- 
casts. But lately, and largely unob- 
served by the U.S. public, it has 
launched, in conjunction with the Cru- 
sade for Freedom, a new campaign 
with two new weapons. 

Weapon No. | is a device: pudgy, 
pillow-shaped plastic balloons which 
carry leaflets deep into captive lands. 
First tried in 1951, balloons now are 
floating eastward from secret bases in 
West Germany in growing numbers. 

Weapon No. 2 is an idea: how best 
to embarrass Communist governments 
without betraying free-world sympa- 
thizers to the secret police. 

Recently both weapons were tested, 
simultaneously, in Hungary. Working 
under American supervision, a team 
of Hungarian patriots on the RFE staff 
came up with a list of “Twelve De- 
mands” which were then printed in 
leaflet form. The Demands would serve 
to rally freedom-loving Hungarians and 
make administration difficult for the 
Reds. 


Rights—on Paper 


But the “Demands” were not a call 
to revolution. Instead, they were ap- 
peals for privileges which the Reds 
themselves agreed Hungarians should 
have, but which in practice are denied. 

For example, the Demands called 
for right of free speech, of assembly, 
of equality before the law, of the right 
to elect local councils. All of these 
rights—familiar to.every American— 
exist in Hungary,~but only on paper. 

Crusade released thousands of bal-

loons with millions of leaflets. Radio 
broadcasts backed them up. Soon, 
through leaks in the Iron Curtain, came 
wotd that the Demands were being 
read, talked about—and denounced by 
the Reds. Late last year the Hungarian 
Government itself protested to the U.S. 
State Department against the balloons 
and the “inciting, slanderous” leaflets. 

The U.S. answered, simply, that 


' Radio Free Europe is a private, not a 


Government, organization; that what it 
does is its own business; that when 
frontiers are closed and travel cut off, 
balloons are about the only way left to 
communicate. 


.How Can Reds Criticize? 


Besides, the State Department .in- 
quired, what is wrong with leaflets tell- 
ing Hurigarians to demand free local 
elections which the Hungarian Govern- 
ment itself guarantees? And equality 
before the law—when Hungary pro- 
claims it, can outsiders be criticized for . 
advocating it too? 

So it went with the rest of the De- 
mands. In fact: “The United States 


necessary as a means by which the 
people of one country may freely com- 
municate with péoples of other lands. 
Presumably it is within-the power of 
the Hungarian Government to take the 
necessary remedial action... .” 

Does all this do any permanent 
good? Yes, reply RFE leaders like Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith, president of the 
American Heritage Foundation. Such 
incidents keep alive the spirit of resist- 
ance, keep Red rulers off balance, give 
patriots legitimate goals to strive for. 

They also make Communist leaders 
look just a little stupid. a

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
Forrest Starling was a skilled artisan of 
Perry, Ia, To make ends meet, hé minted 
phony 50-cent pieces in his own back 
yard, using a homemade die, a press and 
a rolling mill operated by three automo- 
bile transmissions. 

Working alone, as most “coiners” do, 
Starling strove for quality. He produced 
better coins, in fact, than the. Govern- 
ment. He used more silver than the U.S. 
Mint does. Finally arrested and asked 
for his occupation, he answered proudly : 
“I'm a counterfeiter and a damn good 
one.” ‘ 

He had anticipated the law. Only a 
few weeks before his capture, he took his 
son on a trip to Leavenworth, Kan., to 
see the town. Like a good tourist, he took 
"a look at the penitentiary. “I wanted to 
see the place,” he said later, “because I 
expected to wind up there.” And like a 
good counterfeiter, he passed a few coins 
in Leavenworth stores during his visit. 

Starling’s downfall came because of 
another “improvement” he made _ in 
Uncle Sam's half-dollars. An lowa bank 
clerk, handling a Starling product, no- 
ticed the reeding (the grooved outer 
edge) was too deep. Otherwise, the coin 
looked like the real McCoy. Secret Serv- 

ice agents later asked Starling why he 
had made the reeding so pronounced. “It 
was my mint,” he said haughtily, “and 
that’s the way I wanted it.” 

Though perhaps an exaggerated case, 
Starling typifies the handful of rugged 
individualists who still counterfeit small 
coins (including, incredibly, pennies). 
Few but dedicated, these five-and-dime

swindlers are no threat to the nation’s 
monetary structure. Many actually lose 
money on each coin they counterfeit. 


‘Apparently the aftistic satisfaction is 


worth it. 

“Coiners aren’t a menace, but they 
sure are a nuisance,” Secret Service Chief 
U. E. Baughman summed it wp for 
PARADE. 

Back in the late "30s and early ‘40s, 
they actually were a menace. It was legal 
then to manufacture metal slugs identi- 
cal in size and shape to Uncle Sam's 
coins. The slug business coincided un- 
happily with the vending-machine boom; 
slugs “bought” millions of dollars’ worth 
of cigarettes, candy and soft drinks. 
Congress remedied the situation in 1944 
by outlawing slugs. But a small counter- 
feiting fraternity lingered on. 


Three Classes of Coiners 


Its most exclusive member is the coun- 
terfeiter of rare coins. With delicate in- 
struments, magnifying glasses, dentists’ 
drills, acids and chemicals, he may work 
for two months to turn out a nearly per- 
fect replica. Unfortunately for him, rare- 


coin dealers not only give the product a — 


microscopic examination but naturally 
regard any “new find” with extreme sus- 
Picion. Success comes seldom to the elite 
of the counterfeiting dodge. 

The mass manufacturer of everyday 
coins does better. Like any other free 
enterpriser, he buys equipment, keeps 
books, makes marginal profits. His capi- 
tal investment (multi-ton presses, deli- 
cate dies, elaborate machinery) usually 
runs high.

Leo Gailie and William Ehlers were in 
this class. They made shiny nickels in 
the basement of an abandoned Florida, 
N. Y., farmhouse with heavy presses run 
by a gas engine. To deaden the racket, 
they ran the exhaust for 100 feet under- 
ground. 

Their five-cent pieces, coined on a 
Stamping press almost identical to the 
type used by the Govesnment, looked so 
authentic the jury almost refused to be- 
lieve they were counterfeit. It took the 
testimony of an assay expert, who had 
analyzed the coins’ chemical contents, to 
convict the pair.

At the bottom of the counterfeiters’ 
social scale is the shoestring coiner who 
turns out sloppy imitations. About all 
the equipment he needs is plaster to make 
molds, some cheap metal (usually bab- 
bitt, antimony or lead) and a stove to 
“cook” or melt the metal. 

One home coiner sent his small daugh- 


ter to the corner store with a bootleg 


quarter to buy bread. As she waited for 
her change, the grocer eyed the coin. 

“I'm sorry, little girl,” he said, “but 
this quarter isn’t any good.” 

“It is, too, good,” chirped the child. 
“My daddy just cooked it.” And so he 
had, as Secret Servicemen discovered 
that afternoon when they investigated 
the grocer’s report. 

It's one thing to turn ouf passable 
counterfeit coins, but quite another to 
make a living at it. The margin of profit 
is so small that the coiners—unlike coun- 
terfeiters of paper money—must do the 
passing themselves. 

A coiner may make the best penny in 
the world, but he can’t pay the land- 
lord in pennies without arousing curi- 
osity. He might be able to stock up on 
peanuts and sell them at a discount, but 
that’s all he’d end up with—peanuts. 

Even if he deals in bogus quarters or 
50-cent pieces, the profits are fantas- 
tically low. A homemade quarter, for ex- 
ample, takes at least an hour to produce. 
To dispose of it safely, the counterfeiter 
usually slips it in a vending machine and 
buys a pack of cigarettes. He can smoke 
the cigarettes-or peddie them at a dis- 
count. But the most he can hope to net 
is something like 15 cents an_ hour. 

This doesn’t take into account the 
risk of arrest. There was Robert McCau- 
ley, who loved the coconut pie sold at 
the Automat self-service restaurants. 
He invested a good many of his home- 
cooked nickels in it. But one day, after 
he dropped three phony coins in a slot, 
thé restaurant manager—accompanied by 


Secret Servicemen—came out along with 
the pie. 

Another coiner, Edward Berglund, 
had a weakness for slot machines. He 
lost so much money on them that he 
began feeding them his own 50-cent 
pieces. To ease his conscience, he marked 
each coin plainly with the word slug, 
and, when arrested, claimed he had 
played fair. The judge ruled otherwise. 

Most coin counterfeiters keep aloof 
from other forms of law-breaking. Police 
in Houston, Tex., were startled when Joe 


HOW TO SPOT PHONY COINS 


Some phonies are almost impossible to 
detect, but here cre four useful tests: 

® Drop the coin on a hard surface. Genv- 
ine coins have a clear ring. Counterfeits 
usually sound dull. 

® Rub it between your fingers. If the coin 
feels greasy, it probably is no good. 

® Look at the corrugated edge. On genv- 
ine coins the grooves are even and 
regular. On counterfeits they cre either 
irregular or missing altogether. 

® if you own a business, get an inexpen- 
sive acid formula which, sprinkled on a 
phony coin, immediately blackens it. Ask 
your druggist for this mixture: 10 grains 
silver nitrate, 1 cc. nitric acid, 30 cc. 
distilled water. 


Riley came in and asked to be arrested 
for counterfeiting. He chose this method 
to rid himself of an unwanted partner, 
an ex-convict who had been up for mur- 
der and robbery. ; 

But Riley had trouble convincing the 
cops he was a coiner. Then he had trou- 
ble with the judge: Riley pleaded guilty, 
but got only a suspended sentence. In 
desperation, he told the judge he was a 
sick man and needed to go to jail. He 
went—for 13 months. 

With all their poverty, their long 
hours of tedious work, their inevitable 
stays in prison, the coiners are a proud 
lot. Take James Burton, who wound up 
in Leavenworth penitentiary six sepa- 
rate -times. During one stay he mag-
